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ALL EUROPE SHIVERING 
IN WINTER'S CLUTCHES 


Cold Wave Sweeps from the Baltic 
to the Adriatic. 





London Swept by Biting Winds—Crops 
Threatened in Russia — Skating in 
Austria, Germany, and Switzer- 
land—Parisians Suffer. 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—Intense cold has set 
fin throughout Europe and England, the 
thermometer standing at 32 Fahrenheit, 
accompanied by biting easterly winds, and 
storms along the coast. Similar reports 
come from countries throughout Europe, 
and in Austria Winter has come unprece- 
dentedly early. 

Fourteen degrees Fahrenheit are record- 
ed at Vienna, and the weather is still 
colder in Bohemia, Moravia, and Galicia. 
There has been a heavy fall of snow on the 
Sommering Pass, in the Austrian Alps. 

The Adriatic is being swept by an icy 
gale, and the rivers in Russia are frozen 
over. Skating is general in Austria and 
in Switzerland, while in Southern Russia 
an intense black frost threatens the whole- 
sale destruction of the young Winter crops. 


PARIS, Nov. 18.—France is experiencing 
her first touch of real Winter. The weather 
in Paris is clear and sunny, but the temper- 
ature has been slowly falling since Sun- 
day night. At the Auteuil race course this 
afternoon, during the intervals between the 
races, the shivering sportsmen crowded 
around flaming braziers which had_ been 
lighted in the reserved inclosure, while the 
thermometer recorded degrees above 
gero. Heavy falls of snow and intense cold 
are reported from many places in the prov- 
inces. At Lyons, Gap, and Montlucon snow 
has been falling since this morning, while 
at St. Etienne, Dijon, and at Privas, on the 
central plateau, the ground is deeply cov- 
ered. The Jura Range and the Cevennes 
mountains are white with snow. 

A snowstorm commenced here at 4 o’clock 
this morning, and there is every appearance 
of a heavy fall. 
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Almost Zero Weather in Saxony—Skat- 
ing Begins in Berlin. 


BERLIN, Nov. 18.—Unusually cold weath- 
er prevails throughout Germany. Southern 
Saxony reports 5 degrees Fahrenheit, East 
Prussia the same, and Berlin 17. The cold 
is severe in Hanover, Westphalia, and Old- 


enburg.

CHICAGO, Novy. 18.—Surprising opera- 
tions took place in the December corn con- 
tracts to-day. Brokers estimate that three 
big houses covered perhaps 1,000,000 bush- 
els each, chiefly for St. Louis shorts, who 
were hard hit. 

The covering gavé the December price a 
great up-turn of cents in about thirty 
minutes, and the top figure was 58% cents. 
This month made 2 cents gain from 53 cents 
to oo cents yesterday, making 5 cents’ ad- 
vance in the twenty-four hours. 

The Joseph Rosenbaum Company, Logan- 
Bryan, and Ware-Leland were called the 
three biggest buyers of December corn on 
the sensational advance. The trade credit- 
ed the orders to St. Louis chiefly. That 
quarter has been very bearish and put 
out big lines for a decline which the 
whole Southwest felt sure would come as 
soon as new corn began to move. But 
soft weather has been against marketing of 
the new crop. The shipping demand has 
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not only eaten up the Chicago stocks, but |

NEW TRIAL FOR BISSERT. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 18.—The Court of 
Appeals to-day granted a new trial to 
George Bissert, the ex-wardman of ex-Po- 
lice Captain Thomas J. Diamond of New 
York City. Bissert was found guilty of 
bribery in August, 1901, and sentenced to 
five and one-half years’ imprisonment in 
Sing Sing and fined $1,000. The Appellate 
Division set aside the judgment of con- 
viction on the ground that the District 
Attorney's oftice erred in presenting 
case and that evidence was admitted by 
the Recorder which should have been ex- 
cluded. 

It was charged that Bissert had accepted 
a bribe of $55C to permit Lena Schmidt to 
run a disorderly house in Stuyvesant 
Street, New York City. The Court 
Appeals to-day affirmed the order of the 
Appellate Division. 


At a late hour yesterday afternoon Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome had not yet heard 
from the Clerk of the Court of Appeals, 
regarding the decision in the case of ex- 
Wardman Bissert, granting him a new 
trial. 

‘I cannot say anything about the case,” 
said Mr. Jerome, ‘‘as I do not know th 
grounds on which the new trial is ordered. 
Until I have been advised as to those, I 
cannot say whether I will ever put him on 
trial again.” 

The bond of the ex-Wardman was for- 
feited last week, when he failed to put 
in an appearance upon being called to 
trial on another indictment. He is said 
to be out of the jurisdiction of the Courts 
of this State; some say in the South. Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome said yesterday that 
he did not know where Bissert was, and 
could not say whether he would be able to 
find him or not.

| PRESIDENT ENDS BEAR 


HUNT WITHOUT A SHOT 


Last Day Witnesses a Repetition of 
Previous Bad Luck. 


Other Members of His Party Kill a Deer 
—Mr. Roosevelt Leaves Smedes 
for Memphis, Tenn. 


SMEDES, Miss, Nov. 18.—Presiden, 
Roosevelt's bear hunt in Mississippi is end- 
ed, and he has not had even a shot at @ 
bear. The last day of the chase was simply 
a repetition of the three preceding days, so 
far as his luck was concerned. Try as the 
hunters would, they could not get a bear 
within range of the President’s rifle. ; 

The dogs got a, fresh trail early this 
morning, and the President and Holt Col- 
lier followed it haff a dozen miles to the 
Big Sunflower River, The bear crossed a 
mile below the ford. They went to this 
point, and, believing the bear was making 
for the cane brake on the other side, they 
endeavored to head it off. When they got 
into the brake, however, they were disgust- 
ed to find that the bear had doubled on its 
tracks and crossed the river still further 
down. It was then 1 o'clock, and as ar- 
rangements had been made to break camp 
at 2:30 o'clock the; President was reluctant- 
ly compelled to abandon further pursuit of 
the elusive quarry, 

While the President was out after bear, 
Major Helm, Dr. Lung, and Secretary Cor- 
telyou had a more successful deer drive on 
this side of the Big Sunflower River. 
They jumped up:a buck and a doe. Major 
Helm killed the latter from his horse at 
about forty yards. 

Although the President has failed to kill 
a bear on this expedition, he has enjoyed 
his outing, and speaks in high praise of the 
hospitality that has been accorded htm. He 
philosophically attributed his ill-fortune to 
the traditional hunter’s luck, and gays the 
next time he goes after bear he will are 
range to stay long enough for the luck te 
change. 

The deer killed to-day and the bear killed 
yesterday will be taken to Washington on 
the special train. Old Remus, the greatest 
dog in the pack, whose last hunt was ahead 
of the President of the United States, was 
badly used up, and with several of the 
wounded dogs was put in one of the 
wagons, 

When all was fn readiness the President 


and the members of the party mounted 
their horses and rode into Smedes, leaving 
the wagons to follow. The President is a 
hard rider. and the pace was rapid, in 
spite of the bad trails. The distance, which 
is fully twelve miles, was covered in less 
than an hour. 

Upon the President’s arrival here he 
found fully 500 people, practically all the 
negroes from the surrounding plantations, 
assembled to greet him. He thanked them 
for their demonstrations, but made:no re- 
marks. They waited around his car on the 
siding until dark, hoping he would make a 
speech.

Horses, Not Costumes, at Last the At- 
traction So Far as the Men 
Are Concerned. 


Gradually society has been taught that 
the horse is the thing at the present show 
at the Madison Square Garden. It has been 
Several years in learning that lesson, but 
it has been mastered this year. With the 
exception of milliners and a few curiosity 
seekers, the visitors’ attention is fixed in 
the ring, and not on the boxes. As a 
clothes exhibition the Horse Show has van- 
ished in thin air. The women, although in 
light fabries, are not making a gorgeous 
display, and the men are wearing “any 
old thing.” That is the case especially in 
the afternoon, when there is more room for 
originality and variety. The spectacular 
dressers are so quiet in their attire that 
some of the picturesqueness of the show is 
lost. 

The young Vanderbilts and their set of 
friends are somewhat responsible for the 
existing condition. Mr, and Mrs. Alfred 
Vanderbilt attend every session, and the 
occupants of their box are intent on what 
happens in the ring. With few exceptions 


you will find the same thing all through 
the house. 

There were two distinctive features in the 
show yesterday afternoon. One, which was 
repeated again in the evening, was the 
number of young married and engaged 
couples, There were brides everywhere, 
and every fashionable young woman who 
has been betrothed this season was in evi- 
dence with the man of her choice. Mar- 
ried coples of previous seasons were pres- 
ent also, and the show took on quite a do- 
mestic, family air. 

In the afternoon many children were in 
attendance. Mr. and Mrs. E. D. Morgan 
had a box full, the little girls being charm- 
ingly dressed, and the boys wearing gray 
and brown suits. The Hitchcock box had 
also several young people, and there were 
some all scattered along that line.

WHY LAWSON DOES NOT SHOW. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Nov. 18.—Various reasons hav- 
ing been assigned as to the reason for 
Thomas W. Lawson not entering his stable 
at the New York Horse Show, he to-day 
gave out this statement: 

‘As there has been more or less guess- 
ing as to my reason for not showing at 
New York this year, will you kindly set 
your readers right? After careful consid- 


eration and consultation with those who 
have the show's best interests at heart, 
just before our last Boston show, I de- 
cided it would be best for the sport if I 
withdrew my stables from competition for 
a year or two. Whereas it is pleasant, year 
after year, to sweep the ring as my stable 
has done, I believe the result we are after 
with our shows is the greatest interest 
for the greatest number of horse owners. 
‘‘ During the past two years I have found 
the number of letters I received from good 
small exhibitors were increasing in num- 
ber with each show. The letters were in 
almost this vein: ‘If anal stable is not go- 
ing to show I would like to know it, as I 
have a fair pair, or a good tandem, or a 
medium four; but, of course, they have no 
chance against yours or Blank’s or Blank’s 
entries, as I have not the facilities of a 
large stable, and do not think I would be 
paid for my trouble and expense.’ 
‘Unquestionably large atables of undis- 
uted excellence, stables whose entries 
ave so many times received the ribbon as 
to show beyond cavil they are the ‘ what's 
what,’ are good drawing cards for the 
shows, but I have about decided that it is 
best, everything taken into consideration, 
to cater a little more to the small exhibitor, 
even if for the time being the gate receipts 
should fall off a bit.”’ 


FOXHALL KEENE IS FINED. 


Contested Charge of Speeding Automo- 
bile, but Oyster Bay Justice 
Found Him Guilty. 


OYSTER BAY, L. I1., Nov. 18.—Foxhall 
Keene, son of J. R. Keene, the Wall Street 
operator, to-day was fined $20 by Justice 
Franklin on a charge of excessive speeding 
of his automobile. Mr. Keene was accom- 
panied to court by his wife, who was with 
him in the automobile when he was stopped 
on the Jericho Turnpike last week by Dep- 
uty Sheriff Garvin. 

Deputy Sheriff Bloxem of Farmingdale, 
who was one of the men from the District 


Attorney's office stationed at the one- 
eighth-mile course, over which Mr. Keene's 
automobile traveled and was timed, testi- 
fied that he had given a signal to Deputy 
Sheriff Garvin, who was also one of the 
watchers, to time Mr. Keene. 

Deputy Sheriff Garvin, the next witness, 
testified he saw Biloxem signal, and took 
out his stop watch to mark the time as 
Keene passed him. Garvin then signaled to 
Deputy Painter, who rushed out into the 
road as the automobile approached and 
threw up both arms as a signal for the 
automobile to stop. Mr. Keene, it is al- 
leged, said, *“‘ What do you want?” and, 
swerving his machine to one side, swept 
past. Garvin then mounted his bicycle and 
gave chase. 

Harold Hawxhurst, a surveyor, employed 
by Mr. Keene to survey the Jericho course, 
showed a map that he had made of the 
course. The object was to show that there 
Was an up grade of three and a half feet 
to the furlong on the course, and that Mr. 
Keene's automobile could not have made 
the speed at which it was alleged to have 
traveled. 

Henri de Baillard, chauffeur for W. K. 
Vanderbilt, testified that in his opinion 
Mr. Keene’s automobile could not make 
more than eighteen or nineteen miles an 
hour. Mr. Keene's chauffeur gave similar 
testimony. 

Mr. Keene then testified that it was im- 
possible for his machine to make the speed 
at which it was alleged to have been run- 
ning, as it was_so —s as to keep neces- 
sarily within the law. He said the depu- 
ties had made a mistake in marking the 
time. 

Mrs. Keene, who followed her husband in 
his tatimony. said she did not think that

Roland B. Molineux to South Dakota for 
the purpose of securing a divorce from her 
husband. 

On Monday evening Roland B. Molineux 
called up Mr, Battle on the telephone and 
asked for an appointment yesterday morn- 
ing. Mr. Battle told him that he could not 
see him, as he had to go to the Tombs Po- 
ice Court on a case. Molineux answered 


that he would see him there. He arrived 
shortly after 9 o'clock, looking even more 
haggard than at any time during the trial. 
He waited over an hour until Mr. Battle’s 
case was disposed of, and then the two 
went to Mr. Battle’s office, at 170 Broad- 
way, where Gen. Molineux joined them a 
short time after. They conferred for some 
time. When they had taken their depart- 
ure Mr. Battle gave out the following state- 
ment: 

‘Neither Gen. Edward L. Molineux nor 
his son, Roland B. Molineux, nor any other 
member of his family will make any state- 
ment in regard to the report in the press 
that Mrs. Roland B. Molineux has gone to 
South Dakota with the purpose of insti- 
tuting an action for divorce against her 
husband. They regard it as a private mat- 
ter concerning which no public utterance 
should be made. Gen. Molineux desires to 
say further that all the members of his 
family have at all times treated Mrs. Ro- 
land B. Molineux with the utmost kindness 
and consideration. This is his last word on 
the subject." 


COAL SITUATION IN THE CITY. 


Commissioner Lederle Thinks Elevated 
Road Cannot Get Sufficient An- 
thracite for Its Needs. 


President George F. Baer of the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Rallroad was in this 
city yesterday and attended a meeting of 
the Board of Directors of the Lehigh Val- 
ley Company, of which he is a member. Mr. 
Baer talked informally with several of the 
coal Presidents on the coal situation, and 


had a brief conference with E. B. Thomas, 
Chairman of the Board of Directors of the 
Erie Railroad, in the office of J. Pierpont 
Morgan, 

At the offices of the Erie Railroad it was 
said that while the output of anthracite at 
the collieries was now very considerable, 
there were so many cities to supply that the 
output would be very widely distributed for 
a week or two. The situation in this city 
was gradually improving. 

G. I. Herbert, coal agent for the Manhat- 
tan Railway Company, admitted yesterday 
that soft coal was now being used in its 
engines, but sald it was mixed with anthra- 
cite. There was not enough of the latter 
coming into the market, he declared. On 
this subject President Lederle of the Board 
of Health said to a Times reporter: 

“In cases where there is not enough of 
anthracite this department will use its dis- 
cretion as to whether the soft coal ordi- 
nance should be enforced. It does not ap- 
pear to me that enough anthracite can be 
obtained of the sizes which can be burned 
in the Manhattan Railway Company's en- 
gines at present.” 

Regarding complaints that, clouds of 
thick, black smoke are now coming from 
the power house of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway, in East Ninety-third Street, Presi- 
dent Lederle said that this was a matter 
which he thought could hardly have been 
avoided. The company had been using soft 
coal for several years, but had appliances 
for abating the smoke nuisance. Lately for 
some reason enough soft coal could not be 
procured, and the company was burning 
some of the Welsh coal which recently ar- 
rived here and which caused the smoke 


clouds.

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ANARCHIST PLOT STORY 
Woman Tells of Alleged Plans to 
Kill the President. 


Declares Two Men and a Woman Or- 
dered to Do the Deed Commit- 
ted Suicide. 


The Mothers’ Club of the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church of Hoboken on Thursday 
last listened to an astonishing tale told by 
one of their number, who asserted that 
three orders had been issued by Anarchists 
to kill President Roosevelt, and that the 
three persons chosen to commit the crime 
were dead, two by their own hand and the 
third by a presumptive accident. The story 
was in the nature of a confession, and was 
trade in a moment of religious fervor and 
revealed to others facts which before that 
day had been known only to the woman 
who toldfthe story, her husband, the Rev. 
Charles L. Meade, the rector of the church, 
and two Secret Service detectives. 

Efforts to keep the matter secret were 
made, but it leaked out, and the woman, 
with the consent of her husband, recounted 


her story for publication. She is Mrs. Lena 
Dexheimer, 45 years of age. She says she 
Was an Anarchist and associated with 
Anarchists in this city. For over a year 
now she has been in constant fear of her 
life, she says, and several times the fam- 
ily has been forced to move. For months 
they have received their mail at the gen- 
eral delivery window of the Hoboken Post 
Office, lest through a carrier their address 
might become known to those whom they 
claim to have cause to fear. They are liv- 
ing in a tenement house, and the detect- 
ives, who have known of the matter for 
some time past, keep a more or less strict 
watch over the family to guard them 
against annoyance. 

She says the followers of anarchy are 
much stronger tn this country than the au- 
thorities believe, that some of them are 
wealthy and own houses, and that it will 
be almost impossible to root out the dan- 
gerous circles which exist all over the 
country. There are 100 or more meeting 
places in Manhattan alone. The group to 
which Mrs. Dexheimer says she belonged 
for a time met at Litania Hall, Sixteenth 
Street, Manhattan. 

Three years ago last May Mrs. Dexheimer 
and her family moved.to Hoboken. Her 
husband had never been associated with 
the Anarchists and never knew the real 
object of the.society to which his wife be- 
longed. He had always been a member of 
the Methodist Church, and his wife became 
converted to that religion two years ago. 
Of things she learned before her con- 
version to Christianity, Mrs Dexheimer is 
loath to talk, but she says that for a long 
time, in fact, until within a few weeks, her 
conversion did not become generally known 
to her former associates and she learned 
much of their plans and actions, although 
not attending the meetings. 

Of the plans to kill President Roosevelt, 
she says the first she knows of was made 
perhaps a year ago. The drawing of lots 
resulted in the task falling upon a young 
Frenchman named Melov. He arrived in 
this country from England about Christ- 
mas, and she was one of those who met 
him. She had long talks with him after- 
ward, and tried to dissuade him from 
carrying out the mandate to kill. He at 
first threatened to denounce her, but ended 
by listening to her appeals. He finally told 
her what she already knew—that his life 
was already forfeited. If he_ killed the 
President he would be executed. If he 
refused or failed it was death by suicide or 
at the hands of the order. He decided to 
return to France and kill himself in such 
a manner that it would be considered an 
accident by all who d‘d not know. He went 
back, and some weeks later was killed on 
the streets of Paris, apparently by accl- 
dent, but really, Mrs. Dexheimer says, by 
his own choice. 

She was next told that Meloy having 
failed, a new lottery had been drawn. This 
time a man named Muller or Mueller, liv- 
ing on Avenue B, 143, 145, or 147, which 
Mrs. Dexheimer is not certain, had been 
chosen. A few days later this man was 
found dead from poison self-administered. 

Again the lottery, and this time a woman 
named Schroeder living in Harlem was 
chosen, and she also ended her life by 
poison. 

This occurred about the time that her 
former associates became wary in telling 
her of their doings. She hdd been invent- 
ing excuses for failure to attend the meet- 
ings. After suspicion fell on her, Mrs. Dex- 
heimer says she was abandoned by men 
and women whom she knew to be affil- 
iated with the Reds. Some weeks ago she 
received a letter written in- cipher. 
does not know what it contained. 
turned over to the Rev, Mr. Meade. 
was unable to make anything out of it, and 
it was given to the Secret Service agents, 
who have been the body guard of Mrs. Dex- 
heimer. The Rev. Mr. Meade has not heard 
whether it was solved or not. 

In explaining her public confession before 
the Mothers’ Club, Mrs. Dexheimer says 
that she was moved to it by an impulse 
which she could not resist. She believes 
she was inspired by God to make the pub- 
lic confession, and made it without warning 
her husband or her pastor of her intention. 

The Rev. Mr. Meade refused to talk about 
Mrs. Dexheimer's story. 

No trace of the man Muller or Mueller, 
who Mrs. Dexheimer said committed sul- 
cide, could be found at anv of the addresses 
given on Avenue B. The occupants of 
these houses had never heard of such a 
person or of a suicide being committed 
anywhere near within the past two years. 


SAYS HIGH WAGES CANNOT LAST 


President Ramsey’s Statement in An- 
nouncing an Increase for Wabash 
Road Employes. 


President Ramsey of the Wabash Rail- 
road yvesterday made-public a notice dated 
Nov. 13, announcing an increase in wages 
for all classes of skilled, labor. In ex- 
plaining the reason for this increase, Pres- 


ident Ramsey says.in part: 

It is true that the present cost of living, com- 
pared with that of 1895 to 1897, has largely in- 
creased, but it ts also true that the rate of wages 
of almost every class of service has been in- 
creased from 5 to 15 per cent., and that the 
monthly pay of every one has increased, due 
to the increase in work which enables every man 
to make not only fuil but overtime, and in this 
way the increased cost of living has been nearly, 
if not fully, met out of the increased earnings. 

It is also true that the ‘cost of living ’’ for 
railroads has largely increased without any in- 
erease in the rater of pay received for doing the 
work; in fact, the average rate per ton mile on 
the Wabash has decreased 10 per cent. as com- 
pared with 1897. The rate of wages has ad- 
vanced from 5 to 15 per cent., cost of fuel per 
ton 60 per cent., rails 80 per cent., and other 
materials and supplies from 40 to 80 per cent. 

Interstate and State commissions, legislative 
and commercial bodies are continually striving 
to reduce the rates charged for transportation. 
Even as late as Nov. 4 men were elected to Leg- 
islatures with the aid of Wabash employes’ votes 
who are pledged to try and pass laws to reduce 
passenger ;ates to two cents per mile. How can 
railroad men support legislation which will re- 
duce railroad revenues below the cost of service 
and then expect the railroads to increase their 
wages? 

Had the company paid 10 per cent. increase 
in its payrolls last year it would have. had 
nothing left except a deficit. 

It is evident to any one who ts at all familiar 
with the present condition of railroad earnings 
and expenses that no permanent increase in 
wages can be expected without an dncrease in 
the rates paid railroads for transportation; any 
increases in wagés made now, If not followed 
by advanced rates, will be lost by the employes 
as soon as the *‘ wave of prosperity ’’ begins to 
subside. 

The exact amount of increase for each 
class of employes has not yet been decided. 
The increase will be effective as of various 
dates, the first of which being Oct. 1 and 


the last Dec. 1.

When he made public the names of the 
new places, Lieut. Peary said: 

“It may seem to you a matter of little 
importance, that these places have been 
named fur these men, but if you reflect a 
moment, you will see that it is a matter of 
great importance, for it means that their 
names will be perpetuated as long as a 
civilized tongue is spoken.” 

Lieut. Peary's lecture was illustrated with 
numerous stereopticon views of the arctic 
regions, including scenes in the farthest 
points north reached, showing beautiful 
glaciers, and cafions and natural bridges 
of ice, jagged fields of icebergs, the herds 
of musk ox on the ice fields, the dogs and 
esquimaux on their way north, the settle- 
ments, especially one at Fort Conger, which 
Lieut. Peary was the first man to visit in 
eighteen years. Conger was deserted by 
the Greely expedition in 1882. 

‘The man,’ said Lieut. Peary, ‘‘ who can 
secure a starting point in early Spring on 
the northern coast of Grennell Land, who 
has with him the proper party and the 
——— equipment and experience, will hold 
within his grasp the last geographical prize 
that the earth as to offer.” 

Lieut. Peary did not mention Dr. Ded- 
rick by name in his entire lecture. He re- 
ferred to him twice, and both times simply 
as “‘the doctor,”’ once in regard to an ex- 
pedition Dr. Dedrick commanded in the 
early part of the exploration, and at an- 
other time when he said that on a return 
from a trip he found that ‘the doctor”’ 
had killed several musk oxen for dog food. 


CHARITIES AND CORRECTIONS. 


Annual Conference Opens at Albany— 
Address by President Stewart. 


ALBANY, Nov. 18.—The third New York 
State Conference of Charities and Correc- 
tions began in the Senate Chamber here 
to-night and will continue until Thursday. 

President Stewart delivered his annual 
address, in which he reviewed the growth 
of the charitable organizations of the State 
and the progress that has been made in 
modernizing State institutions. He said: 

“We must not forget, however, that the 
managers have always been and are now 
primarily responsible for the good admin- 
istration. of the State institutions. As these 
institutions are supported by general taxa- 
tion, it seems but reasonable and proper 


that all parts of the State should be repre- 
sented in their management. While other 
Governors have done well, a sense of jus- 
tice compels me to say that the example 
of Governor, now President, Roosevelt, was 
exceptionally praiseworthy in this particu- 
lar. Where vacancies occurred he was 
careful to obtain persons of reputation and 
experience to fill them, and consequently 
the Boards of Managers are now almost 
generally recognized as being efficient and 
trustworthy and unselfishly interested in 
the performance of their duties.”’ 

Mr. Stewart praised the private charities 
of the State, saying: ‘‘ Free from the re- 
straining Governmental conditions, which 
naturally impede the establishment and de- 
velopment of State, county, or municipal 
institutions, and entirely removed from the 
influence of politics, the unrestrained in- 
itiative of the founders and managers of 
private charities has led to more rapid and 
satisfactory results than in the former. 
Altogether there are now in this State 
more than a thousand well organized and 
useful private charities devoted to the al- 
leviation of practically every conceivable 
form of human need. Statistics show an 
annual expenditure by those institutions of 
about $20,000,000.""

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TRYING TO EXPEDITE 
COAL STRIKE INQUIRY 


Arbitrators Restless Over Mitch- 
ell’s Long Cross-Examination. 


Miners’ President’s Fourth Day on the 
Stand—Recognition of the Union 
the Main Question. 


SCRANTON, Pa., Nov. 18.—President Mit- 
chell, for the fourth successive day,  0c- 
cupied the witness stand during the two 
sessions of the Strike Commission and was 
cross-examined: by three attorneys for as 
many coal companies. The arbitrators are 
growing restless in consequence of the long 
cross-examination, which apparently does 
not bring out the facts as quickly as the 
commission would like to have them pre- 
sented. Several times during the course of 
to-day’s session, Chairman Gray suggested 
that cross-examination be limited to new 
features of those questions that have al- 
ready been gone over. The lawyers as- 
sured the Commission that they, too, were 
anxious to expedite matters and would 
do everything possible to hurry them along 
without injuring their own case. 

Mr. MacVeagh, who began his cross-ex- 
amination of Mr. Mitchell Saturday, con- 
cluded at 11 o'clock to-day. Mr. Mac- 
Veagh’s principal aim throughout his ques- 
tioning of Mr. Mitchell, was to show that 
the Mine Workers’ Union, because of al- 
leged acts of intimidation, violence and the 
use of the boycott by its members, proved 
itself unfit to be a party to a contract. Mr. 
Mitchell would not admit, nor even assume 
for the sake of illustrating points, that a 
reign of terror existed in the anthracite 
fields during the last six months. he 
recognition of the Union is looked upon as 
the most important question before the 
Commission and it is quite evident from 
the trend of the proceedings thus far that 
the companies will oppose it to their ut- 


most ability. 
Mr. MacVeagh in resuming his cross-ex- 


amination said he would be giad to get an 
expression as to the influence of acts of 
violence upon the temper and disposition of 
the union men said to have committed 
them. The witness said that he would 
not assume that the acts of violence are 


true. 

Q.—The question is whether or not you have 
taken the proper methods to prevent a repetition 
of violent acts when they have occurred. What 
I am trying to show is that there is a growing 
spirit of violence and disregard of law in your 
organization, and that your influence over 
them is insufficient. to keep them law-abiding 
and peaceable, as you desire them to be. A.— 
The fear that my influence is not sufficient to 
deter men from the commission cf crime is a 
contradiction of the claims often made about me, 


The cross-examiner and the witness then 
plunged into a spirited colloquy over the 
question of whether one man has a right 
to prevent another from selling his labor. 
The best answer Mr. MacVeagh could draw 
from the miners’ chief was that he did not 
approve of any one committing an unlawful 
act, Mr. MacVeagh read a statement re- 
garding the right to strike as belonging to 
the personal freedom of workingmen. He 
also took the view that in exercising that 
freedom those who cease to work must not 
interfere with the liberty of others who 
wish to work. 

Mr. Mitchell—We do not want anarchy, and 
that is anarchy pure and simple—the right of 
every man to do absolutely as he pleases regard- 
less of its effects on society. 

Mr. MacVeagh—This is the language of a very 
carefully disguised anarchy, because it Is the 
language of Archbishop Ireland. 

Mr. Mitchell—Archbishop Ireland never ex- 
pected it to be used in that sense. I might say 
Archbishop IreJand is a member of a committee, 
of which I am also a member, which has declared 
for a trade union idea. 

Mr. 


Answering a _ further question, 
Mitchell declared that if Archbishop Ire- 
land's statement meant that men have no 
et to picket he disagreed with him. Mr. 
Mitchell added that he did not know that 
the Archbishop was regarded as a Supreme 
Court on trade union matters. 

Mr. MacVeagh thought it was wrong to 
criticise decisions of courts, and that it 
tends to breed anarchy. Mr. Mitchell said 
he was pleased to say the courts as a 
rule are fair, but he regretted that in the 
course of his experience he had found 
some Judges against labor. He referred to 
Judge Jackson of West Virginia, who, he 
said, had made a great many serious re- 
flections on men who gave up their lives 
to the cause of labor. He added that there 
were no Anarchists in the trade unions. 

Replying to Mr. MacVeagh's questions 
regarding union men belonging to the Na- 
tional Guard, Mr. Michell said no local in 
his union had ever expelled a man from the 
union for belonging to the Guard, and that 
no- National labor union of any kind had 
ever done such a thing. 

Francis R. Gowen, representing the 
Léhigh Valley Coal Company, questioned 
Mr. Mitchell regarding his comparison of 
wages paid in the bituminous fields as 
against those paid in the anthracite. 

Mtr. Mitchell was unable to say how many 
mines are so equipped as to enable them 
to weigh coal, but he did not think the ex- 
pense of equipping them would be very 
great. Mr. Mitchell reiterated his previous 
statement that one of the principal griev- 
ances of the men was the amount of “* top- 
ping ’’ required on each car. 

Mr. Mitchell recommended a system by 
which, if at the end of the month it is found 
that the company has paid for more coal of 
all sizes than has been sold or stocked, the 
miners might have a certain amount taken 
off all of them to compensate the company. 
But on the other hand, if the company sold 
more coal than had been paid for, then the 
miners should be paid a dividend. 

Mr. Mitchell said that the proportion of 
Operators in Kansas who had made con- 
tracts with the union was 60 or 70 per cent. 
He admitted that in the West the operators 
and miners had disagreed as to the methéds 
of payment for coal, the epeeatore insisting 
on payments being bas on lump coal, 
while the miners invariably demanded pay 
on the basis of run of mine coal. This lat- 
ter method, Mr. Mitchell contended, was 
the only fair one. 

mening to Bishop Spalding, Mr. Mitchell 
said that operators could form a coalition 
and stop the mining of coal throughout the 
United States. 

Commissioner Watkins thought the law 
would prevent the operators doing that, by 
reason of their incorporation, but Mr. 
Mitchell said that they had the right to 
shut down their mines.

‘I think the earnings were 
that,” said Mr. Mitchell. ‘‘ There are a 
good many methods for putting profits 
away in a railroad,’ he added. 

Mr. Mitchell said there had been very few 
failures of coal companies either in the 
anthracite or bituminous fields, although 
Mr. Ross contended that from an invest- 
ment standpoint it is regarded as a hazard- 
ous business. 

“* What benefit is there," asked Mr. Ross, 
“to the miner by being paid by the ton in- 
stead of by the car?” 

Mr. Mitchell said that there had been 
general discontent among the miners be- 
cause of disagreements arising from the 
docking, not only for impurities, but on 
account of the “ topping.”’ 

“You do not know,”’ said Mr. Ross, “ that 
it is necessary to discipline a man?”

Answering Judge Gray, Mr. Mitchell ad- 
mitted that about 10 per cent. of the total 
production of anthracite coal was put out 
on the weight basis. 

John T. Lenahan of Wilkesbarre, one of 
the attorneys for the non-union men, who 
want the commission to take 4 their case, 
to-day handed to the commission a list of 
2,000 names of non-union men as his au- 
thority for appearing before the arbitrat- 
ors.’

He also filed a 
statement of the non-union demands which 
were published this morning. 


NEW ANTHRACITE FIELD. 


Deposit of the Coal Discovered on the 
Border of Philadelphia and 
Tons Removed. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 18.—Perhaps the 
latest discovery of anthracite coal in Penn- 
sylvania is on the extreme Southern border 
of this city. What has the appearance of 
being a large deposit of mineral was dis- 
covered there several days ago by a trap- 
per. 

Since the discovery large numbers of men, 
women and children from the lower sec- 
tion of the city and some of the marines 
from the barracks at the League Island 
navy yard have been hard at work “ min- 


ing '’ coal, and already several tons have 
been taken out and carted away. Large 
quantities of the fuel, it seems are still in 
the ground. 

The new “‘ mine” is located on the banks 
of a stream of water that runs between 
League Island park and the navy yard, just 
East of Broad Street. 

Part of it is on the Government side of 
the stream and part on the city side. This 
mine is almost entirely on the surface of 
the ground.

Developments in Minnesota’s Suit | 


Against the Combination. 


Banking House Acted in Various Capaci- 
ties for Northern Securities Com- 
pany in Acquiring Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific. 


Several hitherto undisclosed facts con- 
cerning the Northern Securities Company 
merger of the Great Northern and the 
Northern Pacific Railroads were made 
known at a hearing in the Federal Building 
yesterday in the case of the State of Min- 
nesota against the combination. 

An interesting feature of the testimony 
was the description of the various ways in 
which the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. acted 
as intermediary in the affairs of the North- 
ern Securities Company. It was testified 
that this banking house acted variously as 
an institution of deposit and of discount, 
in a fiduciary capacity, and as fiscal agent. 

When the merger was formed these bank- 
ers sold to the Northern Securities Com- 
pany, acting for E. H. Harriman and oth- 
ers, a large amount of Northern Pacific 
stock. That was paid for in Northern Se- 
curities stock, in addition to some $9,000,000 
cash which was borrowed for the purpose 
from J. P. Morgan & Co. 

Later J. P. Morgan & Co., as fiscal agent, 
redeemed for the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company some $34,000,000 of the preferred 
stock of that corporation, paying a check 
to the Northern Securities Company. That 
check was deposited with J. P. Morgan & 
Co., and with a check upon that banking 
house the Northern Securities Company 
paid for some $34,000,000 in convertible 
bonds of the Northern Pacific Railroad, 
which were subsequently exchanged, 
through J. P. Morgan & Co., for ¢ommon 
stock of the railroad corporation. 

The hearings yesterday were presided 
over by Frederick G. Ingersoll. The two 
witnesses who were heard were E. T. Nich- 
ols, Secretary and Treasurer of the com- 
pany, and W. P. Clough, Fourth Vice Presi- 
dent and one of the counsel. It was an- 
nounced that E. H. Harriman and Robert 
Bacon of J. P. Morgan & Co. probably 
would testify to-day. Both of them have 
been subpoenaed by Commissioner Shields. 

The action under which these hearings are 
held is distinct from the Federal proceed- 
ings under the Sherman anti-trust law. The 
pending action is brought by the State of 
Minnesota, through its Attorney General, 
represented by W. D. Munn, upon the alle- 
gation that the formation of the combina- 
tion violates this provision of the laws of 
that State: 

No railroads shall consolidate with, lease, or 
purchase or in any way become the owner of ur 
control any other railroad corporation or stock. 


franchises, rights, or property thereof which 
owns or controls a parallel or competing line. 


Just before giving his testimony Secre- 
tary Nichols presented, by request of Mr. 
Munn, a statement of the cash transactions 
of the Northern Securities come ny from 
the date of organization until Feb. 28, 1902. 
This is the first statement of any kind 
concerning the transactions of this corpora- 
tion to be made public. It was as follows:

Mr. Muny began his direct examination of 
Mr. Nichols by calling attention to the fact 
that $41,085,000 of Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred stock was purchased by the North- 
ern Securities Company about Nov. 15. For 
this the Northern Securities Company paiJ 
partly in its own stock, partly in cash bor- 
rowed from J. P. Morgan & Co. Then, ac- 
cording to Mr. Nichols, the preferred stock 
was retired on Jan. 1, 1902, and J. P. Mor- 


gan & Co. paid the cash value of the stock. 
Thereupon convertible certificates were 
purchased for cash and these certificates 
were immediately converted into bonds. 

Mr. Munn attempted to draw the infer- 
ence that these were in reaiity merely book- 
keeping matters, and that in fact the stock 
of the Northern Securities Company was 
merely exchanged for that of the Northern 
Pacific Company Mr. Nichols insisted, 
however, that the transactions were inde- 
pendent cash affairs. 

Q.—At the time the Northern Securities Di- 
rectors authorized the purchare of the Harri- 
man stocks did the company have the cash on 
hand with which to do this? A.—The money was 
borrowed between that time and the date of 
payment. 

Q.—Was that loan subsequently paid? A.—It 


was paid in part. 
Q.—Was it paid in part from the proceeds ac- 


cruing from these transactions? A.—It was, to 
the extent of about $6,000,000. The remainde: 
is still unpaid. 

It was next sought to show that Col. 
Clough and Mr. Nichols discussed the pro- 
priety of having Great Northern stock 
»laced in the hands of Trustees for the 
Yorthern Securities Company, so that the 
company’s privileges would be protected 
and there would not in fact be vested in 
the combination the absolute ownership of 
a majority of the stock of both railroads. 

Mr. Nichols said it was true that Great 
Northern Stock had been assigned to em- 
ioyes in the office of the company as 

rustees, but that it was done for financial 
purposes rather than because of any legal 
considerations. These — it was dis- 
closed, were not taken unti Dec. 11, and it 
was about that time that the intentions of 
Gov. Van Sant of Minnesota to assail the 
merger were made known. 

At the afternoon session Col. Clough was 
asked to explain how the Northern curi- 
ties Directors arrived at the price they 
were to pay for the $78,000, of common 
and preferred Northern Pacific stock which

GOLF CHANGES ADOPTED 


Stricter Provision for Membership 
in Parent Organization. 


ALLIED CLUB DUES REDUCED 


Delegates of the National Association 
Also Decide That a Clearer Interpre- 
tation of Rules Is Necessary. 


Several important changes in the United 
States golf provisions were made last night 
at the special meeting of the National As- 
sociation, which was held at Delmonico’s. 
Sixteen of the twenty-six associate clubs 
entitled to vote were represented, and, al- 
though there was some spirited discussion 
on a few of the changes proposed to the 
constitution by the Executive Committee, 
the suggestions of the latter did not meet 
with any rebuff. The question of placing 
the allied clubs on a par with the associate 
clubs did not come up, and the disposition 
seemed to be that both associate and allied 
members were contented with the present 
situation, . 

President Robert H. Robertson presided 
and the voting delegates were: Apawamis, 
Maturin Ballou; Chicago, E. P. Martin; 
Brookline Country, G. H. Winderfer; Glen- 
wood, W. I. Osborne; Knollwood, H. W. 
Hayden; Midlothian Country, E. P. Martin; 
Nassau Country, F. S. Douglas and Harvey 
Murdock; Onwentsia, William Waller; Phil- 
adelphia Country, 8. Y. Heebner; Philade:- 
phia Cricket, S. Y. Heebner; St. Andrew's, 
F. B. Allen and J. B. Thomas; Shinnecock 
Hills, L. C. Mendoca; Huntington Valley 
Goif Club, W. L. Thomson; Baltusrol Golf 
Club, L. H. Graham and J. E. Bull; Morris 
County, Ransom H. Thomas; Garden City, 
Walter J. Travis and Charles B. Macdon- 
alu. 

The most important changes under discus- 
sion were the articles reducing the dues of 
the allied clubs from $25 to $10, and curtail- 
ing, to some extent, the admission of clubs 
to associate, and so a membership. 
The $10 annual dues for allied clubs was 
passed, but it provoked a little discussion 
as to the advisability of reducing the asso- 
ciate club dues from $100 to $50. E. P. Mar- 
tin of the Chicago Golf Club advanced this 
idea, as he stated that the funds of the 
association were more than ample for all 
expenses. Treasurer Samuel Y. Heebner of 
Philadelphia explained that the total an- 
nual income was about $8,500, of which 
$2,600 comes from the associate clubs and 
$4,450 from the 178 allied clubs. This latter 
amount will now be reduced to $1,780, and 
the Treasurer thought that no further re- 
duction should be made at this time. ; 

The change regarding new associate 
clubs is an entirely new movement in the 
association. Hereafter the sectional loca- 
tion of the club applying for voting power 
will be taken into consideration. The in- 
tention is to preserve a just distribution of 
voting power. Therefore, if a new Eastern 
club should desire associate membership it 
would very likely be refused, because the 
East already has more associate clubs 
than any other section of the country. 

There is not an associate club west of 
Chicago, and Pittsburg is the only city hav- 
ing one between Chicago and Philadelphia. 
Charles B. Macdonald of Garden City point- 
ed out that it might be possible for a club 
with very limited golf facilities, in_ fact, 
possessing cow-pasture links, to be admit- 
ted from one of these sparse localities as 
an associate member. It was pointed out 
that the Executive Committee could be 
relied upon to pursue the National stand- 
and of excellence, as the constitution says 
that such a club must be thoroughly rep- 
resentative in ‘‘ accommodations, consti- 
tution, by-laws, and membership."”” When 
voted upon, sentiment was almost unani- 
mous in faver of the change suggested by 
the committee, 

The other changes adopted were of minor 
and technical importance. 

The subject of a further and clearer in- 
terpretation of golf. rules came up for dis- 
cussion, and the changes recently made 
by the St. Andrew's Club of Scotland, to 
go into effect in Great Britain on Jan. 1, 
were cited as evidences that the American 
rulings should be modified in accordance 
with these wherever necessary. 
ident appointed Charles B. Macdonald, G. 
Herbert Windeler, and Walter J. Travis as 
a committee to draft such changes as 
might be désirable. .

N THE FOOTBALL WORLD 


Glass, Yale’s Great Guard, Report- 
ed Protested by Harvard. 


VIGOROUS DENIALS AT YALE 


Injured Annapolis Player Slightly Im- 
proved — Columbias Will Play 
Cadets at Annapolis To-day. 


Great excitement was caused at Harvard 
yesterday by a report that Glass, Yale's 
guard, has been protested by the Crimson 
athletic authorities. It was stated that 
Harvard has received information that 
Glass, while at Syracuse University, played 
on a football team, the members of which 
were paid $20 each for a certain game, and 
that Glass, having thus played for money, 
became a professional under the rules. 

No official confirmation of the protest 
could be obtained at Cambridge, but from 
an unofficial source it was learned last 
night that the report has some foundation. 
Prof. Hollis, Chairman of the Crimson Ath- 
letic Committee, was as usual very reticent 
regarding the protest. “If Glass is ineligi- 
ble I feel satisfied that Yale will not play 
him,”’ was all he would say about the mat- 
ter, but this statement was taken to show 
conclusively that Harvard has informally 
submitted the question of the big guard's 
athletic status to the Eli authorities. Har- 
vard's policy has always been to remain 
silent on athletic matters until the other 
side has had its say. In this case the proof 
evidently has been secured, and if Yale will 
withdraw Glass of her own accord, well 
and good, If, however, she refuses to ac- 
cept Harvard's suggestions about the mat- 
ter it looks as if a formal protest would be 
made. 

At Yale rumors that Glass had been pro- 
tested were circulated yesterday, but were 
emphatically denied. Coach Swan said last 
night that no protest had been received, 
nor had anything been heard from Har- 
vard regarding it. The Yale coaches who 
have looked into Glass’s record declare that 
he has always been particular to keep clear 
of such matters. Coach Swan said that 
Glass was perfectly eligible and would play 
Saturday. 


HARVARD SHOWS IMPROVEMENT. 


In. case Glass is withdrawn from Satur- 
day’s game his absence will about com- 
pensate for the enforced retirement of King 
from the Crimson line-up, and so will even 
up matters between the two teams. With 
the news of the Glass protest yesterday 
came the report of splendid practice by 
Harvard on Soldiers’ Field. Four touch- 
downs were scored against the scrub in two 


fast halves, and a marked improvement 
was shown in defensive play. ime after 
time the 'Varsity held the second team 
for downs, and after the regulars had tired 
themselves out advancing the ball they 
forced the scrub back for ten yards in 
eight plays. This improvement dnd the 
probability that Glass will not play Satur- 
day caused Harvard football stock to go 
up with a bound. Last night the odds,. 
which all the week at Cambridge have been 
5 to 3 on Yale, changed to 5 to 4, one bet of 
$500 being made at these terms. Seats for 
the game are also at high premium, as 
high as $10 being asked for single admis- 
sion cards. One Harvard man last night 
refused $150 for six seats together. 

The nine members of the Yale "Varsity 
team who have been recuperating at At s- 
ley-on-the-Hudson since Sunday returned 
to New Haven last night. Head Coach 
Swan said that the men were all in good 
physical condition, and that every one of 
the eleven that faced Princeton would go 
into the Crimson game. Work will begin 
again at Yale Field to-day, but will be of 
the lightest character during the remainder 
of the week, as it is planned to keep the 
men ‘on edge ”’ rather than teach them 
many new plays. 

Rafferty and Metcalf are the only mem- 
bers of the eleven who will have to be 
handled carefully this week. Rafferty's 
head troubles him considerably, and his 
lack of training this Fall tells on him ina 
protracted game. To fill his place in case 
he has to retire a small army of former end 
players will be on hand the next two days. 
ox-Capt. Gould of last year’s team is ex- 
pected to-day to join the coaching force, 
and also John Hall, ‘97. ‘“ Billy ’’ Rhodes 
will probably come to-day also. Yesterday 
afternoon the subs were drilled, and the 
ends, Hare, Wilhelmi, and Coffin, were 
particularly coached, as one of them, prob- 
ably Hare, will go into the Harvard game. 

Great anxiety is still felt at the Naval 
Academy in Annapolis over the condition «f 
Midshipman Hugh Kerr Aiken of Louis- 
iana, who was injured by being kicked in 
the head in the Bucknell game last Satur- 
day. Up to a late hour Monday night, the 
injured cadet suffered frequent and intense 
convulsions and his mind was at no time 
clear, but yesterday he rallied somewhat 
and the convulsions were less frequent. The 
game between West Point and Annapolis at 
Philadelphia on the 29th of November will 
be played unless the accident should re- 
sult fatally, but this accident and others 
which have occurred of late may have some 
effect toward creating a feeling against 
future contests. 

Dr. W. W. Keen of Philadelphia, an em- 
inent brain surgeon, arrived at Annapolis 
yesterday afternoon, in response to a re- 
quest from the patient’s father, Dr. Gayle 
Alken of New Orleans, La., who 'tele- 
graphed as soon as he heard of the acci- 
dent. Dr. J. M. T. Finny of the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore, also came to 
Annapolis on a special train at 2 yester- 
day morning at the request of the naval 
authorities, but did not deem an operation 
necessary at that time and returned to Bal- 
timore last night. 


COLUMBIA TO PLAY ANNAPOLIS. 


This afternoon at Annapolis the midship- 
men will play their last game of the sea- 
con prior to the great West Point game at 
Philadelphia on Nov. 29. Since the defeat 
by Bucknell on Saturday some changes in 
the line positions have been made which 
ought to prove of some advantage to the 
team. Fretz, one of the strongest men at 


the Naval Academy, who has played centre 
for three seasons, has been taken from 
that position and placed at right tackle; 
Grady has been shifted from tackle to left 
guard, formerly Carpenter's position, and 
Farley has replaced Grady at _ tackle.

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CHIEF GUERIN’S BRAVERY 
AT THE BRIDGE FIRE 


Thrilling Experience in the Spec- 
tacular Fight with Flames. 


Deeds in His Report Buried in His 
Praises of Others. 


William Guerin, Chief of the Fourth Bat- 
talion of the New York Fire Department, 
who distinguished himself at the fire on 
the East River Bridge Nov. 10, filed his re- 
port on the fire with Chief Croker yester- 
day. Mr. Croker said on the day after the 
fire that Mr. Guerin had there proved him- 
self a genuine hero, saving his life as well 
as the lives of many others and exposing 
himself to the greatest dangers in the per- 
formance of his duty. Yet Mr. Guerin could 
not -be got to tell the details of his work at 
the fire, saying modestly that he had mere- 
ly performed his duty. 

Even in his very lengthy report submitted 
yesterday, his own part in the work was 
buried under a mass of praises. of other 
men, and it was only from bits taken out 
here and there that the work he performed 
could be in a measure pictured. The report 
begins with a story of the origin of the fire 
and the peculiar conditions under which it 
gained headway. It then goes on to say: 

‘““When I arrived at the bridge I found 
100 bridge workmen who volunteered to get 
the lines to the top of the tower.. I accepted 
their services in order to save the super- 
structure. I then ordered Engine Companies 
11 and 17 to stretch two lines of hose to 
the foot of the bridge and there to ‘ Siam- 
ese’ them.” 

Further along, the dangers to which Mr. 
Guerin was exposed are revealed in this 
description of the tep of the tower: 

“On arriving at the top of the tower I 
found the supports under Cable No. 1 
burned away. The superstructure was also 
blazing ‘fiercely, and the stairways had 
caught fire: We had hardly begun to pour 
water on. tne flames when the falling of 
molten metal broke the hose, and we were 
left without water. I ordered Engine Com- 
panies, 7 and 16 to replace the lines, which 
they aid, We were at the top of the tower 
about two hours, during which time we 
only had twenty-five minutes of-water.: The 
hose broke tive times, and at last we were 
all ordered down by Deputy Chief Duane.” 

The official report then tells how the rest 
of the men finally got down from the abut- 
ment by means of a ladder. Chief Guerin 
praises the men of Engine Companies 10 
and 17, but for whose efforts, he says, all 
the men,on the abutment would have been 
burned to death. The report continues: 

“f then ordered that all traffic under 
the bridge be stopped, as_I had witnessed 
the falling of huge masses of incandescent 
metal. When Assistant Bridge Engineer 
Martin arrived he said if the cables fell 
they would carry away the roadway and 
piatforms under the bridge, crushing all 
the companiés that were stationed there, 
and I therefore ordered them away. I did 
not feel justified in ordering the men to 
the top of the tower again, so I called for 
three volunteers to accompany Mr. Martin 
and myself. Firemen McCabe, Hauser, and 
Broadway volunteered, ‘and we made our 
way to the top of the tower through a 
storm of falling timbers and redhot fron. 

“We had ascended 150 feet when we 
came to ,a platform that was burning 
fiercely and threatened the stairway with 
total destruction. By means of axes and 
bars we pried up the flooring and managed 
to clear a space all around the stairway so 
that it could not catch fire from the blaz- 
ing platform.” 

After. further details the report tells 
about the length of time Mr. Guerin re- 
mained at the top of the tower and the 
dangers there encountered, saying: 

“At the top of the tower we found a bar- 
rel half full of water. We then took our 
fire hats and managed to keep the flames 
away from the stairway, which was our 
only means of escape in case the fire be- 
came unbearable. We staid at the top of 
the tower until 8 o'clock the next morning, 
playing water on the main cables chiefly. 
We found that only one of the cables had 
been damaged seriously and the two north 
cables were entirely intact.” 

Chief Guerin says also: “I am glad to 
state that only one serious accident oc- 
curred. This -was the case of Fireman 
Jeremiah Hopgerty. who was struck on the 
head bya falling redhot bolt. He: was 
taken to the Gouverneur Hospital, and at 
the time of this writing it is believed he 
will recover.”

Building Trades Men Object to the Firm 
Which Holds the Painting and 
Decorating Contract. 


A strike was ordered yesterday on the 
residence of George W. Vanderbilt, Fifty- 
first Street and Fifth Avenue, against 
William Baumgarten & Co., who have the 
contract for the painting and decorating, 
although there will be no painting or deco- 
rating done there for six months. The 


electrical workers and men of several other 
trades quit. The strike is in sympathy 
with the Amalgamated Painters’ Society, 
which has an alleged grievance against the 
firm. Strikes also have been ordered on 
several other buildings where the firm has 
contracts. 

The trouble began with a general demand 
for an increase of wages made by the 
Amalgamated Painters’ Society a year ago. 
The members of the Master House Paint- 
ers’ Association granted the demand, but 
the members of the Interior Painters and 
Decorators’ Association, to which Baum- 
Gorten & Co. belonged, refused the demand. 

Yhen their painters struck they filled their 
places with members of the Brotherhood 
of Painters, a rival organization. Strikes 
were then ordered against the members of 
the Brotherhood of Painters, but after a 
month or two thé warfare partially died 
out. 

The present strikes are the beginning of 
another fight to get the Brotherhood men 
ousted. Mr. Baumgarten said last night 
that the strike in which he is interested was 
ordered to get Mr. Vanderbilt to take the 
contract from his firm.

WORK BY KATE GREENAWAY. 


It is a modest little exhibition which has 
been opened at the gallery of Frederick 
Keppel & Co., in East Sixteenth Street, but 
it is better worth going to see than many 
a fifty-cent-admission-quarter-for-the-cata- 
logue show. Most of the water colors and 
drawings by Kate Greenaway which are on 
view are of the slightest character, but 
there is not one of them that is not charm- 
ing and valuable. 

Miss Greenaway’s work has that quality 
of simplicity which is so misleadin qn pic- 
torial as well as in literary and dramatic 
art. The student who sees it usually thinks 
that nothing could be easier than to pro- 
duce things like it until he tries to do so. 
Afterward he discovers that this captivat- 
ing simplicity is the result of an absolutel 
sure touch only to be attained after sauch 
labor and a faultlessly delicate eye for 
color, which usually cannot be attained at 
all. Kate Greenaway enjoyed beautiful 
color as Fra Angelico enjoyed it, and in 
their way her productions are as nalvely 
delightful as those of the monk of Fiesole. 

There is no catalogue of the exhibition 
and the descriptive booklet issued by Kep- 
pel & Co. is not up to the usual level of 
their productions of that kind. One learns 
from it that the collection consists of work 
not done for sale, but for the artist's own 
professional use (which is interesting) and 
that Miss Greenaway dropped her h’'s, 
which piece of information is of no use to 
the public and ts in rather bad taste.

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A STARCHLESS CIVIL SERVICE SYS- 
TEM. 

Col. OcpEN, Chairman of the City Civil 
Service Commission, has chosen an un- 
fertunate moment in which to announce 
his desire to relax the law and the rules 
gcverning appointments so as to give 
much greater discretionary power to the 
appointing officers of the present ad- 
ministration. ‘The machine leaders of 
the Republican Party have been com- 
piaining that the big increase in the 
Democratic vote in this city at the late 
election was due to the lack of patron- 
age received from the departments. The 
only way in which more patronage can 
be got is by increasing the discretionary 
power of the appointing officers. What- 
ever the result, Col. OGDEN will find all 
the machine men supporting his new 
move, which is an embarrassing and 
even mortifying situation for him. This 
administration is distinctly pledged 
against the use of offices as spoils. Col. 
OGDEN is charged with the application 
of the law expressly designed to prevent 
this abuse. It cannot be pleasant for 
him to find himself promoting the 
schemes of the spoilsmen by seeking 
the relaxing of the law. 

We assume that he believes that the 
change he proposes is necessary to effi- 
cient operation of the service. The bur- 
den of proof is upon him. The Constitu- 
tion places it on him in declaring that 
ali places shall be filled by competition 
where it is practicable. It is matter of 
record that competition is actually shown 
to be practicable in the Federal service 
and in the municipal service of other 
cities where it prevails to a far greater 
extent , it does here. If more com- 
petition’ is practicable elsewhere, how 
can less be required here? This is not 4 
merely argumentative question. It is a 
question which any officer charged with 
the working of the law in this State who 
proposes to cut down the scope of com- 
petition and widen the field of appoint- 
ments at discretion must answer defi- 
nitely and conclusively, if he does his 
duty under the Constitution and the 
law. In the Federal service in Wash- 
ington only 1 7-10 per cent. of the ap- 
pointments are exempted from competi- 
tien; in this city 3 7-10 per cent. In 
other words, our heads of departments 
have more than twice the discretion of 
those at Washington. Why do they need 
mere? What use will they make of it? 
A comparison with other cities shows 
the same result. Are our appointing of- 
ficers less intelligent in acting under the 
law, or less loyal to it? 

The present law, which Col. 
seems to wish to have weakened, 
enacted under the leadership of THEO- 
PORE ROOSEVELT as Governor, and the 
rules were adopted or passed on by a 
commission of his appointment. Un- 
doubtedly the measure of competition 
required in them was what Mr. Roosr- 
VELT thought to be dictated by the Con- 
stitution and by good administration. 
When he became President he proceed- 
ed, with the help of an excellent commis-. 
sion, to stiffen and extend the require- 
ments of competition in the Federal 
service, so that, as we have shown, they 
are more than twice as strict as in this 
city. Is not that a pretty good standard 
by which Mayor Low and Col. OGDEN 
might be guided? 

But the Chairman of the commission 
appears to have a notion that incompe- 
tent and tricky and untrustworthy ap- 
pointees in the competitive places are 
“protected by the civil service laws.” 
If so, he is greatly in error. Removals 
for any of these reasons, if made in ac- 
cordance with the simple form pre- 
scribed, will be sustained by the courts 
as they have been. If needed removals 
have not been made, it has not been due 
to lack of power but to lack of courage 
and firmness, and no change in the law 
can supply these. We cannot but regard 
the latest announced purpose of Col. 
OGDEN as a serious mistake on his part, 
in which we trust that the Mayor will 
not concur. Indeed, so far as changes 
fn the rules are concerned, which re- 
quire the approval of the whole commis- 
sion, as well as that of the Chairman, 
we trust that Col. OGDEN’'s colleagues 
will not accept the guidance he appears 
desirous to assume.

MAYOR LOW AND CHIEF CROKER. 

Most intelligent New Yorkers, we sup- 
pose, shared the chagrin of the highly 
respectable deputation of business men 
which waited upon the Mayor with a 
testimonial in favor of Chief CroKERr, 
that neither the deputation nor the tes- 
timonial should have been received. The 
Mayor’s reason, as “sent out” to the 
deputation, was that the matter of the 
Chief’s fitness for his place was under 
investigation and so “sub judice,” and 
that it would not become the Mayor to 
take outside testimony upon a matter 
which might subsequently come before 
him officially. This pudicity is belated. 
For, since the procedure against Chief 
CROKER was instituted the Mayor has 
taken pains publicly to commit himself 
in favor of his Commissioner and against 
the.Chiet in a manner which entirely de- 
stroys the public confidence in himself 

reviewing officer of that case. 
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began publicly to persecute an official 
who evidently commands immensely 
more of the public confidence, as a safe- 
guard against destructive fires, than 
does the Commissioner himself. The 
Mayor had, in this matter, an excellent 
opportunity to drop one of the chief 
handicaps upon his administration, as 
he has had a dozen such opportunities to 
drop the other, and greater, the Commis- 
sioner of Police. There, is as little of 
sound policy in his action in either case 
as there is of reason or justice. 


“LABOR” AND THE LAW. 

It is reported from Albany that Gov. 
OpPELL has taken under advisement the 
question, raised by some person or per- 
sons connected with the National Guard, 
whether the labor unionists in Schenec- 
tady who have expelled a man from their 
organization and procured him to be dis- 
charged from his employment for having 
joined the National Guard and done his 
duty as a National Guardsman, were not 
liable to indictment for treason. 

This would not, we think, be a promis- 
ing procedure. We have before given 
some reasons to indicate that none of 
these public malefactors could be pro- 
ceeded against criminally, in the absence 
of some special statute. ‘‘ Constructive 
treasor.” has for some centuries been, 
in English-speaking countries, an offense 
the accusation of which has been viewed 
with great suspicion. That suspicion is 
a wholesome sentiment, which ought not 
to be relaxed simply because some labor 
organizations conducted without 
common sense or patriotism. The Con- 
stitution of the United States attests the 
strength of the sentiment, as by the «are- 
ful and singular proviso of its defini- 
tion that treason against the United 
States shall consist ‘“‘only"’ in levying 
war against them, or in adhering to their 
enemies, giving them aid and comfort. 
There is no definition of treason against 
the State of New York in its Constitu- 
tion, and the definitions of it in the Penal 
Code would certainly not, excepting by a 
most strained construction, cover this 
case The clear fact is that the offense 
which these malefactors in Schenectady 
have committed, though very grave, is 
one against which there is no prohibi- 
tion simply because it was never contem- 
plated by the framers of any statute of 
the State that any of its sons would be 
such bad citizens as to commit it. 

It does not follow that they can go 
scathless. PoTtrtrerR has been deprived of 
his employment by the malice of his 
persecutors and the cowardice of his 
employers, for doing his duty as a citi- 
zen. Rather, we may say, for overdoing 
it. He is, by the Constitution of the 
State, a member of the militia. If he had 
waited to be summoned as such and had 
obeyed the summons, and anybody had 
attempted to persecute him for doing his 
duty, the persecutor would have been 
without doubt liable for contempt of 
court, if it had been by an order of a 
court that he was summoned. If some 
order of crazy people should ordain that 
none of its members should do jury duty, 
on pain of expulsion, and should attempt 
accordingly to enforce pains and penal- 
ties on the member who had done jury 
duty, the courts would be down upon 
him with great promptitude. PoTTER is 
really in the same position, though per- 
haps not technically. He would be tech- 
nically if he were openly persecuted upon 
the real ground of his persecution—that 
is, that he had actually done his duty as 
a member of the organized militia, in 
obedience to lawful orders. But his per- 
secutors have been too cunning, or too 
cowardly, or too lucky, to put their crim- 
inal conduct on its true ground. They 
have persecuted him avowedly for the 
reason that he had joined the organized 
militia, not that he had done his duty as 
a member of it. The distinction is mor- 
ally nothing at all, and the perse- 
cutors are just’ as much public enemies 

if it did not exist. But technically 
there is reascn to .believe that it has en- 
abled them to avoid the responsibility 
for their own acts, and that an indict- 
ment against them would not lie. In 
that evidently need a new 
statute, making that legally punishable 
which is already so shameful and so dan- 
gerous. Such a statute should not be 
difficult to draw, to enact, or to enforce. 

It seems that the later victim of these 
Schenectady Anarchists, O’Brien, might 
have had a good case for criminal pro- 
ceedings against them if he had not been 
intimidated into abandoning his employ- 
ment. For the persecution of him was 
avowedly undertaken on the ground not 
that he was a National Guardsman, but 
that, being a National Guardsman, he 
had obeyed the lawful order of the 
Governor of the State of New York. 
Meanwhile PoTTEeR has lost his employ- 
ment by doing his duty. He has lost it 
by a conspiracy between his late employ- 
ers, who have yielded to threats, and 
SHEFFER and Pratt, who have made the 
threats. Apparently Potter has a clear 
case of damage and a clear right of 
action against the persons who have 
conspired to deprive him of his employ- 
ment, and whose conspiracy has succeed- 
ed. There ought to be some courageous 
and ambitious young lawyer in Schenec- 
tady who is anxious to make an honora- 
ble fame by taking up a case which thus 
represents what is most valuable in and 
indispensable in American citizenship. 
It is even possible that such a lawyer 
might find means not only to make the 
late employer pay in purse for the out- 
rage which American principles have suf- 
fered in this scandalous case, but to 
make SHEFFER and PRATT pay in person, 
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THE FIASCO IN SCHENECTADY. 

Organized labor has great cause for 
satisfaction in the instant and notable 
failure of the effort of the Trades As- 
sembly of Schenectady to “hold up” the 
city in an effort to punish the General 
Electric Company for its refusal to re- 
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street railroad controlled by it to join a 
union. Not only was the boycott order 
disregarded by the public, but with 
equal enthusiasm by members of trades 
unions generally. President Jackson of 
the Trades Assembly admits that “the 
time is not ripe for such a step.” If it 
ever should be “ripe” for such an out- 
rage on personal liberty and the rights 
of the public, so that such a boycott as 
was ordered in the case of the Schenec- 
tady Railway Company can be enforced 
by popular obedience without recourse 
to intimidation or violence to deter the 
timid or destroy the courageous, there 
will be very little chance to escape the 
hvmiliating conclusion that those who 
gave their lives to found and preserve 
this Republic made the sacrifice in vain. 


It was not expected by any sane per- 
son that the general public would re- 
spect the boycott of a necessary line of 
surface cars declared for no better rea- 
son than that given, unless compelled to 
do so by mobs of cudgel-wielding and 
brick-throwing ruffians. What the mem- 
bers of the unions would do was uncer- 
tain. They have set this doubt at rest 
by laughing at the boycott order, crowd- 
ing the cars as usual, and discussing the 
ection of the Trades Assembly in a way 
ca:culated to give its executive officers 
something to think about. The falling 
off in travel by the boycotted line was 
only about 5 per cent., which might rep- 
resent the number of people who, antici- 
pating trouble, deemed discretion the 
better part of valor. A rainy day would 
eaually affect the receipts of the road by 
keeping at home those who did not need 
to travel. 

It only remains for the Trades Assem- 
bly to declare “off’ a boycott which 
was never “on,” and retire from its un- 
tenable position as gracefully as possi- 
ble. Its managers have learned that 
there is such a thing as public opinion, 
that it is a potent force for the defense 
of right against injustice, and that the 
cauge which appeals to popular sym- 
pathy must at least have a specious plea 
to present. The assembly is discredited 
and humiliated, but if organized labor is 
willing to retain as its representatives 
men capable of such an egregious folly 
as was attempted in Schenectady, it has 
no reason to resent the scathing con- 
demnation which its action may in- 
vite. It is to the credit of the unions of 
that city that they have repudiated the 
action of the Trades Assembly. Had 
they approved it, the most optimistic 
friend of organized labor might have 
lost hope. , 


MR. MITCHELL AS A WITNESS. 


Some faithful friend of Mr. JOHN 
MITCHELL should endeavor to disabuse 
his mind of the delusion that he is clever 
enough to combat fact with fiction in 
the anthracite investigation. Since he 
took the stand as a witness for the or- 
ganization he represents he has had 
things pretty much his own way. He 
availed himself of the opportunity to 
build up his case on a rather flimsy 
framework of specious misrepresenta- 
tion. Instead of being an advantage to 
him or to his union, this may be the un- 
doing of both. Some of the brightest 
lawyers in the United States have list- 
ened attentively to all that he has said, 
and have doubtless derived great satis- 
faction from the thought that by reason 
of overconfidence of assertion and in- 
sistence upon statements susceptible of 
easy disproof, he was delivering himself 
into their hands bound with fetters of his 
own twisting. 

Touching the weakness of the union in 
the enforcement of its contract obliga- 
tions, its indisposition or inability to re- 
strain and discipline,lawless members, to 
defend non-union mén and their families, 
suppress boycotting, or protect life and 
property; its uselessness as a means for 
good and its influence in working in- 
jury to every interest it touches, the 
operators have a mass of sifted testi- 
mony in the collection of which they 
have employed skillful agents for more 
than five months. The affidavits rela- 
tive to outrages upon non-union mine- 
workers, putting many of these cases in 
shape for the Grand Jury, fill a printed 
volume of formidable size. What they 
have besides is a matter of conjecture. 
It may very well be that some such sur- 
prise as overtook the indicted Molly Ma- 
guires, when one of Mr. GOWEN’s agents 
stepped from the prisoners’ box to the 
witness stand and told the whole story 
in its hideous details, laying bare secrets 
which the conspirators deemed imfene- 
trable, awaits President MITCHELL and 
some of his lieutenants. There is no such 
thing as a secret in trades union mat- 
ters. 

In this resides the danger which con- 
fronts MITCHELL and his cause. He is not 
assumed by any one in interest to be 
inerrant in matters of judgment. He 
might be contradicted on many points as 
to comparative wages, cost of living, 
mine rules, &c., without being discred- 
ited or laying himself open to the charge 
of moral turpitude. But when he ven- 
tures upon the dangerous ground of de- 
nying crimes of which the proof is at 
hand, dealing with them apologetically, 
or attributing them to persons other than 
the real criminals whose movements 
have been followed from the first, he 
faces a risk greater than he has yet 
known in his experience as a labor lead- 
er. It is understood that he has gathered 
a mass of testimony to show that most 
of the lawlessness of the past five 
months was committed by non-union men 
or by the “thugs and jailbirds” of the 
coal and iron police, and that what crime 
there was in the mining districts was 
largely instigated and organized by the 
operators to make the sending of troops 
appear necessary. If he opens this budget 
of fiction he will fare worse than the 
Argonauts who untied the bag in which 
Aeolus had confined the tempests. What 
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choice between the truth and silence. It 
is to be feared that he will choose neither. 


FOR THE POST OFFICE SITE. 

Postmaster VAN CoTT, we observe, 
expresses the opinion that the commis- 
sion to select a site for the new up-town 
Post Office so urgently needed in New 
York ought to reach a speedy decision 
upon the question of a site. The commis- 
sion is by law composed of three Cabi- 
net officers who are not New Yorkers 
and have no particular knowledge of 
local conditions or needs. They have 
had the good sense to refer the offers 
they have received to a sub-commission 
of New Yorkers, of whom the Postmas- 
ter is one. 

We have heretofore suggest®d that the 
commission would be ill-advised if it 
confined itself to such sites, within the 
limits of the law, as are already recog- 
nized as “central.” +»The new Post Of- 
fice, wherever within those limits it 
may be established, will constitute of 
itself a “centre.” The real require- 
ments are that it shall be convenient to 
the Grand Central and to the new sta- 
tion of the Pennsylvania. Within these 
limits there is an excellent opportunity 
of acquiring a site which shall be the 
centre of a new quarter. To do this it is 
not necessary to take high-priced land. 
Indeed, it would be almost a wicked 
waste to take, for the uses of a Post 
Office which, according to Mr. Van 
Cott, should not be dhigher than two 
stories, ground eligible for a ‘“‘ skyscrap- 
er” of twenty-two. Evidently it would 
be more rational as wel! as cheaper to 
acquire the middle of a block, condemn 
alleys on each side, and make a new 
centre, 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——A correspondent of ours who, for rea- 
sons he did not mention, and we therefore 
would consider it indelicate to ask, has 
recently been out early enough in the 
morning or late enough at night to study 
the distribution of milk in this city, made 
an appeal, in a letter which we published 
Sunday, that was, in effect, for the estab- 
lishment of a milk trust—of a complete 
monopoly in what comes near to being a 
life necessity for us all. Perhaps our cor- 
respondent didn't realize this, but that is 
what he did by pointing out the enormous 
waste of energy and capital involved in the 
present method of supplying milk—the 
method by which several, sometimes a 
dozen, wagons daily visit a single block to 
perform the service that might as easily, 
and much more economically, be performed 
by one. The condition to which attention 
was thus called undoubtedly exists, and, in 
one form or another, that condition is the 
avowed argument for every one of the so- 
often-denounced ‘‘combinations.’’ The phase 
of the situation ignored, consciously or un- 
consciously, by our correspondent is this: 
Though it would be possible to sell better 
milk more cheaply if the distribution in 
each large district, or the whole city, for 
that matter, were in the hands of a single 
company, it is by no means certain that 
the single company, its monopoly once es- 
tablished, would not raise prices on its 
helpless customers and at the same time 
mitigate the excellence of its service. That 
is the other side of the trust question. At 
present, if we don’t like one milkman, there 
are others eager for ‘our trade, and the 
fierceness of competition works to some 
degree in the consumer's favor. The con- 
tention of the trust advocate is that the 
fear of competition has the same effect as 
its actual presence. No doubt it does, more 
or less, in the case of all trusts, and to a 
very large extent for those managed with 
long-sighted wisdom, but the question is 
far from a simple one, and the economy 
argument is attractive only after one de- 
cides that he, and not somebody else, is to 
profit by the saving in expenditure to be 
attained. Our friend's letter shows, how- 
ever, that the uses of combination, as well 
as its abuses, are coming to be generally 
appreciated. The trust idea is no longer an 
object of indiscriminate condemnation, and 
early risers—or late retirers—go about 
looking for chances to apply the new ideas 
without a single thrill of what used to be 
their instant horror. 


—By now making seriously and formally 
the offer, first made in jest, to give his 
brain to the Cornell physiologists ‘“‘ as soon 
as he gets through with it,’’ Prof. GOLDWIN 
SmITH has set an example which, if some- 
what startling, is none the less to be com- 
mended as showing an intelligent regard 
for the interests of his fellow-men. It is 
*material’’ of exactly the sort this con- 
tract, if carried out, will supply that the 
students of anatomy find it hardest to ob- 
tain. They can secure without much trouble 
nowadays, at least in places where reason 
has conquered ancient prejudices and super- 
stitions, about as many brains of failures 
and criminals as they can profitably use, 
but the thinking machines of eminent men, 
of men whose abnormalities are upward in- 
stead of downward, are usually beyond their 
reach, and the resulting loss to science has 
long been recognized as very great. Why 
Prof. SmituH's course should be almost with- 
out precedent is hard to understand, or, if 
not that exactly, it is hard to reconcile with 
the general recognition of the benefits 
which have followed the utilization of such 
facilities for study and investigation as the 
physiologists now possess. The identifica- 
tion of the body with the personality is in- 
stinctive, however, and many who have 
conquered that instinct yet refrain from fol- 
lowing the example of Prof. SMITH, not 
from lack of appreciation of its high wis- 
dom, but out of regard for the natural and 
still pardonable weaknesses of those to be 
left behind.

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MORE REMOVALS OF 
ALABAMA “LILY WHITES” 


President Said to Think They Have 
Been Punished Enough. 


Story That Mr. Clarkson Had Discov- 
ered Treachery to Mr. Roosevelt 
in the South.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Intimations are 
made from a source close to the Adminis- 
tration that no more removals of “lily 
white’ Republican office holders are to be 
made in Alabama. The axe has been sus- 
pended over the heads of several officials, 
particularly the District Attorney at Mont- 
gomery and the Postmaster at Birming- 
ham. It is now said that Internal Revenue 
Collector Bingham’s head is the only one 
to fall. It is believed that a sufficient 
moral has been pointed by his removal, 
and that the negroes understand exactly 
where the President stands. 

The same source intimates that all Sen- 
ator Pritchard has to do to retain his favor 
with the Administration is to ‘‘ be good.” 
If he will refrain from conducting actively 
his campaign for a white party in North 
Carolina he will stand in with the political 
managers of the Administration. Reports 
from North Carolina, however, do not en- 
courage the belief that Mr. Pritchard will 
accept the proposition. 

A story was current here to-day to the 
effect that Surveyor Clarkson's fight 
against the “lily white’’ movement was 
based on a discovery he made some months 
ago that the whites were unfriendly to 
President Roosevelt. It is said that Mr. 
Clarkson found that in nearly every South- 
ern State where the “lily white’’ move- 
ment was gaining ground there was secret 
hostility to the President. Booker Wash- 
ington also saw indications of treachery 
and so informed Mr, Clarkson and Mr. 
Payne. 

The story is discredited here by Southern- 
ers, who say that the white Republicans 
were always friendly to Mr. Roosevelt un- 
til he assailed their movement. They point 
to the fact that the Alabama convention 


indorsed President Roosevelt for the nomi- 
nation. At that time it was currently re- 
ported that Mr. Clarkson had something to 
do with this indorsement. In North Caro- 
lina Mr. Pritchard was friendly to the 
President, and it was he who really started 
the movement in Alabama. It is pointed 
out that up to the celebrated occasion when 
Mr. Clarkson took three negro clergymen 
to the White House—a visit which was 
immediately followed by the announcement 
by the President that Booker Washing- 
ton’s man had been appointed District At- 
torney in Alabama—Senator Pritchard was 
supposed to be acting for the Administra- 
tion. All through North Carolina, as well 
as in other Southern States, the movement 
gained ground under the impression that 
the President was back of it. 

The Southerners do not hesitate to charge 
that Mr. Clarkson started his fight against 
the “‘ lily white ’’ movement in consequence 
of a cold-blooded calculation made by him 
that the negroes would be more useful than 
the whites in the next National Convention. 

8S. J. Bunker of Alabama, who is in Wash- 
ington, to-day voiced what is said to be the 
prevailing sentiment among Southern Re- 

ublicans, in consequence of the Clarkson- 
Payne fight against their effort to reor- 
ganize the party. He said: 

‘What a shout of rejoicing would go up 
throughout the South from the throats of 
white Republicans were Senator Hanna to 
announce his candidacy for the Presidency. 
The men who have made sacrifices for 
their party, who have spent two dollars 
where they have got back one, in order to 
keep Republicanism alive; who have braved 
social ostracism for the sake of principle, 
are now feeling that they are turned down 
by a Republican Administfation for their 
advocacy of the only policy which can ever 
build up the party south of the Mason and 
Dixon line.

If the Ohio man has no such notion, 
they would gladly rally around Senator 
Spooner or Senator Fairbanks—anybody, in 
fact, rather than the present occupant of 
the White House.”’ 


ANTI-TRUST LEGISLATION. 


Representative Richardson Says Demo- 
crats Are Ready and Anxious to 
Assist Republicans.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Representative 
Richardson of Tennessee, the Parliament- 
ary leader of the minority in the House, 
said to-day: 

‘“‘Democrats stand ready and anxious to 
assist the Republicans to enact anti-trust 
legislation. The Administration can safely 
count on us to support any measure to that 
end. On such a measure I believe the vote 


of the Democrats would be unanimous in 
the House. We are in favor of a revision of 
the tariff and should like to see some revi- 
sion made’at the coming session in com- 
pliance with the great demand from the 
country for such action.”’ 

Regarding the recent elections Mr. Rich- 
ardson said all things considered, the Dem- 
ocrats did well, although they failed to re- 
gain control of the House.

Maurus Jokai’s Eloquent 4ppeal to Hun- 
garian Opposition to Cease At- 
tacks on the Throne.

LONDON, Nov. 19.—The Times’s Vi- 
enna correspondent says the agitation of 
the Hungarian Opposition against the 
Government is assuming a form highly 
prejudicial to the best interests of the 
country. The extreme Independence 
party is making a personal attack on 
Emperor Francis Joseph, causing much 
anxiety to the patriots. Maurus Jokai, 
the distinguished Magyar author-poli- 
tician, has addressed an eloquent and 
touching appeal to the Opposition to 
abandon its present course, saying: “I 
respect honest frankness, but I cannot 
approve of the employment of bitter sar- 
casm against the crown.” 

He then pays a tribute to the Emper- 
or’s loyalty to the Constitution and love 
of the people and reminds the Opposition 
how the aged monarch, amid all his 
personal suffering, has borne the burden 
of state for the sake of the people. 

Referring to the grief of the Nation 
over the murder of Empress Elizabeth, 
Herr Jokai says: ‘‘ You refuse to remem- 
ber that we raised her to the position of 
our patron saint, who prays for her 
Hungarian nation at the throne of the 
Most High. How can she continue to 
pray for us while you defame her royal 
consort? ’”’ 

Referring to the approaching visit of 
the Emperor to Budapest Herr Jokai 
says “his bodyguard will consist of 
every living creature in the country and 
that whoever offends him by a single 
word should be banished by the whole 
nation.” 

Herr Jokai concludes by quoting Fran- 
cis Deak’s words: ‘‘ We may risk every- 
thing, but never Fatherland.” 


RUSSIA’S FINANCIAL POLICY. 


Experts Publish Figures Showing That 
Indirect Taxation Has Become a 
Crushing Burden.

Petersburg correspondent says that Rad- 
zig, the well-known financial expert, 
publishes arguments based on facts sup- 
porting the complaint of the local agri- 
cultural committees that the Govern- 
ment’s financial policy is at variance 
with the country’s true interests and 
that Minister Witte has imposed a 
crushing burden by indirect taxatien. 

Radzig gives figures showing that dur- 
ing the last twenty years the total indi- 
rect taxation has increased by 109 per 
cent., or 64 per cent. per head of the 
population.

STARTS FOR CHINA 


Takes Twenty-six Big American 
Trunks Full of Things. 


Many Boxes and Bales, Too—Dress 
Suit, Opera Hat, and Bathing Suit 
Among His Effects. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—In the midst of 
Oriental excitement, piles of bales, boxes 
and trunks, and the regrets of throngs of 
admiring friends and relatives, Ex-Minister 
Wu Ting Fang this afternoon left Wash- 
ington, for six years the scene of his diplo- 
matic and social triumphs. He was ac- 
companied by two members of the large 
suite which he brought with him to this 
country, Yung Kwai, interpreter, and Mr. 
Hsu, private secretary, and one Chinese 
servant. Mme. Wu and Chao Chu, Mr. 
Wu's son, will remain here until Jan. 20, 
when they too will leave for China. 

No ceremony marked the departure of the 
distinguished member of the diplomatic 
corps. The Pennsylvania Railroad offered 
him a private car in which to make the 
trip to the Pacific Coast, but he deciined 
the offer, and secured a drawing room and 
section in the Pullman car attached to the 
regular Chicago and St. Louis express. Sat- 
urday he will reach the Golden Gate, where 
he will be the guest of his brother-in-law, 
Ho Yow, the Chinese Consul at San 
Francisco, until Tuesday, Nov. 25, when he 
will sail for Shanghai. Half a hundred 
Chinamen, including most of the merchant 
element from the Washington Chinatown, 
were present to bid their countryman fare- 
well, 

His Excellency traveled with twenty-six 
Huge American trunks. He found he 
could not get along with less without leav- 
ing a portion of his souvenirs behind, 
These were piled at the baggage car door, 
stamped with mysterious looking Chinese 
labels. There were also many boxes of 
Chinese workmanship, stacks of what ap- 
peared to be tea chests, odd looking jugs 
and demijohns from the Flowery Kingdony 
hampers and baskets of foreign design, and 
queer bundles of Oriental sweetmeats, to 
be consumed on the journey. Half a dozen 
American suit cases completed the bag- 
gage. 

With fhe exception of the trunks and 
bulky bales, Mr. Wu had his baggage taken 
into the train with him, where he could 
have it under personal supervision. This 
slightly obstructed the car, and made it 
difficult for other passengers to move about 
with ease, but the Minister, after finding a 
seat, surrounded by his goods, appeared to 
accept the situation with his customary 
Oriental philosophy. He was in a very good 
humor, 

Mme, Wu drove to the station with 
ex-Minister. When the party walked 
to the train she followed close behind her 
husband, but Mr. Wu apparently did not 
care for any American sentimentality, and 
when the train pulled out he waved Mrs. 
Wu a simple good-bye with his hand. She 
did not enter the train. : 

“TIT go away with a great deal of regret,”’ 
said Mr. Wu, when he had made himself 
2 eee “IT have been thinking, and 
I have come to the conclusion that the 
most remarkable thing about the American 
people after all is their wonderful energy. 
There are other marvelous things about 
you, but that is most surprising. You 


American people are—what is the word— 
hustlers. It’s a mighty good word. I like 
that word. There is another word I like, 
You say, ‘Get busy.’ Busy is a good word. 
It's a slang word. I heard a young lady 
say it once. Your American women talk 
slang, don’t they? I like all American la- 
dies and everything they do,” said Mr. Wu 
gallantly. 

Asked if he expected to return to this 
ccuntry, Mr. Wu said: ‘I will come back 
some day, maybe next year, maybe the 
year after, but I’m coming back. I'm posi- 
tive about that. Of course I'll come back. 
Why not?” Hy 

Mr. Wu surveyed the mass of luggage 
surrounding him and blocking the aisle, be- 
came confidential, and said: 

“They are American clothes, but just a 
few. A dress suit, one of your hats that 
shut up, and a bathing suit. I'm going to 
introduce the bathing suit in China, and I 
expect to wear it myself. Of course, Is 
not a bathing suit proper? I think so. I 
wore one down at Atlantic City, and I 
liked it. It is the only comfortable sort of 
clothes you American people have, and 
you only wear them when you go in the 
water. Some things I can’t understand 
about you American people. 

‘I'm taking the dress suit to China as a 
souvenir, a curiosity.”’ 

When Mme. Wu goes she probably will 
be accompanied by several of the Chinese 
Consuls in this country, whose successors 
will be appointed by,the new Minister. 
Mr. Wu's son will remain in the United 
States until he is graduated from the high 
school at Atlantic City.

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CONFERENCE OF RELIGION | 


Effort to Promote the Ethical Unity 
of Creeds. 


The Rev. M. H. Harris Says the Fusion 
Administration Is Unpopular, Be- 
cause It Does Not “ Appeal 
to the Gallery.” 


The third annual meeting of the New 
York State Conference of Religion, which 
is to last until to-morrow night, commenced 
last evening in the Church of the Holy 
Communion, Twentieth Street and Sixth 
Avenue. The conference was organized in 
1899 by a large number of persons belong- 
ing to eleven different denominations. Its 
General Committee, an advisory body, now 
includes members of fifteen denominations. 

Its bond of union, as stated in the pros- 
pectus given out last evening, is not in a 
common formula, but in “the one spirit 
variously expressed in different religious 
forms, its purpose being to exhibit the 
ethical and spiritual unity underlying the 
diversities of religious forms and to pro- 
mote the largest practicable junction of 
religious forces for the furtherance of those 
fundamental religious, moral, and social in- 
terests which are vital to the stability of 
the commonwealth.,”’ 

The Rev. Maurice H. Harris of New York, 
who was the principal speaker last even- 
ing, in discussing social righteousness, sald, 
in part: 

** Perfect honesty is a luxury which only 
a few men nowadays can afford. They 
have one law for down town and another 
law for up town. In our doings on the 
Exchange and in the mart we are always 
resorting to practices that we are con- 
demning in the schools and pulpits. We 
are daily doing actions that constantly of- 
fend our highest sense of righteousness. 
The New York tradesman will often return 
goods on a technicality, simply because 
they are out of season. Z 

“We consult our lawyers to show us »ow 
to evade the law—to break it in spirit while 
apparently fulfilling it in the letter Take 
the Raines law hotels as an example. As 
another example we know that ‘¢heatrical 
performances are not permitted on Sunday, 
while concerts are. Taking advantage of 
the regulation that the curtain must not be 
dropped, dramatic performances are_ pre- 
sented on Sunday in New York under a 
pseudonym. Camille was so given and was 
called a ‘sacred concert.’ We are con- 
ducting a Republic in form, while main- 
taining an oligarchy, in which the State 
falls into the hands of a few who monop- 
olize it for their own ends.” 

The speaker said that the Fusion admin- 
istration elected a year ago was not popu- 
lar because it had not done certain t 
“that would appeal ro the gallery,”’ 
that a man had told him he was going to 
vote for a return of the old system, be- 
cause he had not been allowed to display 
his goods upon the gidewalk. 

The Rev. James M. Whiton, Chairman of 
the Executive Coramittee of the conference, 
said in part: “‘ This conference believes that 
it is not well for religious men to refuse 
to get together until they are dead. The 
conference had been formed to make a be- 
ginning, and to bring together all religious 
men and women of all creeds, and no one 
is to surrender what he holds to be true. 
Religious people must get together in sym- 
pathy, and must be active and not of 
the sort that says ‘God bless you and ex- 
cuse me.’ ”’ 

Among other speakers were the Rev. 
Leighton Williams of New York and Prof. 
F.C. Porter of Yale University. 

The conference will be continued to-day 
at the hall of the United Charities Build- 
ing, with an evening session at Temple 
Ahavath Chesed, corner of Lexington Ave- 
nue and Fifty-fifth Street. 


FAREWELL TO BISHOP THOBURN 


At the New York Methodist Preachers’ 
Meeting, held last night in the Metropolitan 
Temple, Seventh Avenue and Fourteenth 
Street, clergymen and laymen said fare- 
well to Bishop James M. Thoburn, who will 
start to-day for his missionary work in 
the Orient. The Rev. Dr. Warren L. 
Hoagland was Chairman of the meeting. 

Bishop E. G. Andrews told of his leaving 
India twenty-five years ago. He recalled 
having witnessed the scene when Queen 
Victoria was proclaimed Empress, an event 
which he characterized as of Divine inten- 
tion, where among a people overwhelmed 
with caste and where women were held 
in the least esteem ‘an Englishwoman 
in a distant little island in the Atlantic 
was hailed as the Empress of a vast peo- 
ple, all gathered to do honor to her. God 
made India’s vast realm English for the. 
glory of His Son and the enlightenment 
of the millions of people.’’ 

Continuing, he said: 

“God led _us strangely to the Philip- 
pines. The Spanish Government had stood 
in our way. I had felt, however, that some 
day we would get there. I did not lose this 
hope when I learned of one of our preach- 
ers being arrested for selling the Bible in 
the streets of Manila. I was in London 
when I read that Admiral Dewey had de- 
stroyed the Spanish fleet, and then I knew 
that God had opened the way. We have a 
wonderful work there now. 

“I went to Manila shortly after the 
bloody battle in the suburbs, and adver- 
tised in the local papers that I would 
preach in the Filipino Theatre. The Span- 
ish paper which printed the advertisement 
Was warned by the Jesuits that if the 
editor repeated his offense he would lose 
their patronage. The spirit of liberty was 
abroad, and the response was that the 
editor would attend to his own business and 
that others had better attend to theirs. 

“At the theatre there were a few sol- 
diers—most of them were on the firing line 
at the time—about seventy English-speak- 
ing people, and as many natives. To-day we 
have 12,000 persons attending the services 
of the Methodists every Sunday in Manila 
and its suburbs, and a proportionate attend- 
ance in the other parts of Luzon and the 
other islands we have reached.”

FIGHTING MORMON APOSTLE. 


Salt Lake City Clergy Take Steps to 
Keep Reed Smoot Out of United 
States Senate. 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Nov. 18.—The 
Ministerial Alliance of Salt Lake City is 
making preparation for a vigorous fight 
against the election of Apostle Reed Smoot 
to the United States Senate, and, failing 
in this, to carry the fight against him to 
the halls of Congress. 

Not only will the matter be brought be- 
fore the non-Mormons of the State, but if 
the fight is unsuccessful in the Legislature, 
then an attempt will be made to make Mr. 
Smoot’s election a National issue, and a 
petition will be drafted to Congress ask- 
ing that Mr. Smoot, as a high official of 
the Mormon Church, be refused a seat in 
the Senate.

have agreed to support Mr. Cannon of Illi- 
nois for the speakership of the House of 
Representatives. 


JURORS LAW VALID. 


Court of Appeals, by Close Vote, Sus- 
tains Commissioner Thomas 
Allison. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 18.—By a vote of 
4 to 3 the Court of Appeals has declared 
Constitutional the law under which Thomas 
Allison was appointed by the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court, First De- 
partment, Commissioner of Jurors for New 
York County. Mr. Allison was appointed 
April 10 last under the provisions of Chap- 
ter 602 of the Laws of 1901, and after he 
qualified he demanded that the then Com- 
missioner of Jurors, Charles Welde, sur- 
render the books and papers of the office. 
Mr. Welde refused, and an appeal was 
taken to a special term of the Supreme 
Court which declared the law authorizing 
Mr. Allison's appointment unconstitutional. 

The Appellate Division, Third Depart- 
ment, affirmed this decision unanimously, 
and it was from this latter decision that 
the appeal was taken which was decided to- 
day. Justice Haight wrote the prevailing 
opinion, which is concurred in by Justices 
Bartlett, Vann, and Werner. Chief Justice 
Parker is the author of the dissenting opin- 


ion, and it is assented to by Justices 
O’Brien and Cullen. Judge Haight in the 
prevailing opinion holds: 

Complaints have not been uncommon to the 
effect that in some localities the jury lists have 
been made up almost exclusively of persons be- 
longing to one of the great political parties, con- 
sequently public policy may properly have influ- 
enced legislation upon this subject. If there is 
any branch of the department of the Govern 
ment that ought to be strictly non-partisan it ig 
the jurors, to whom is committed the determina- 
tion of the rights of persons to life, liberty, ana 
property. Recognizing this, the Legislature has 
given the appointment of Juror Commissioners 
to the Justices of the Appellate Division of the 
district in which certain counties of the State 
are located, believing that the rights of persons 
would be safer and more scrupulously guarded in 
this manner than by any other board or officer 
to whom the appointment could be committed. 

The act of 190] was passed after the Consti- 
tution of 1894 It creates the office of Commis- 
sioner of Jurors in every county having the’ re- 
quired population, which includes the County of 
New York. It is therefore a new office within 
the meaning of the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion which we have under consideration, and, 
therefore, it may be filled by appointment in 
such manner “‘ as the Legislature may direct.’’ 

It follows that the provisions of the act of 1901 
so far as the County of New York is concerned 
are not in conflict with the provisions of the 
Constitution. The order of the Appellate Divis- 
fon Special Term should be reversed and the 
motion granted with cos’s in all ceurts. 

In his dissenting opinion Judge Parker 
holds: 

It is said this court may hold that a new of- 
fice has. been created, and therefore the Legis- 
lature has power to provide not only the method 
of appointment, but to provide that it may be 
made by other than local authorities. If such 
a decision were possible it would open a very 
convenient avenue for defeating the will of the 
people as expressed in the Constitutional pro- 
vision for consideration. The Constitution can- 
not be evaded by a change in the name of an 
office.

FRENCH HOSPITAL STONE LAID. 


Ambassador Cambon yesterday afternoon, 
in presence of many distinguished French- 
men and Americans and a crowd of specta- 


laid the cornerstone for the new French 
hospital which is being erected at 450 West 
Thirty-fourth Street by the French Benevo- 
lent Society.

It is therefore a sum 
of $60,000 that we must find before the 
Ist of September of the coming year, at 
which time we hope to be able to accom- 
modate our sick.’’ 

He announced that the Due Florimond 
de Loubat had sent a contribution of $4,000 
to the building fund. 

A little silver trowel as a souvenir of the 
occasion was presented to the Ambassador. 

Ambassador Cambon made a brief speech 
in French, in which he said: ‘I am very 
grateful that I have been enabled to be 
present at the crowning occasion of this 
society. I hope that the French Govern- 
ment Will show its appreciation of the 
work which this society is doing by increas- 
ing its benefactions.’’ The Ambassador, 
on behalf of the society thanked the vari- 
ous officials for their presence and aid to 
the new hospital project, and formally in- 
troduced the new Russian Consul, N. de 
Lodygensky, to the assemblage.

ANOTHER CASE OF COMA. 


Woman Unconscious for Three Weeks 
After Gas Asphyxiation. 


Doctors find many points of similarity be- | 


tween the case of Delia Mulligan, twenty- 
three years old, who has lain unconscious 
from accidental gas asphyxiation in the J. 
Hood Wright Hospital since Oct. 27, 
that of Nellie Corcoran, who recently died 
in St. Vincent's Hospital after lying for 
three weeks in an unexplained coma. It is 
only six weeks since the Mulligan girl ar- 
rived from Ireland. At the time 
overcome she was employed as a domestic 
servant by F. C. Smith of 516 West One 
Hundred and E'ghty-fifth Street, and was 
promptly removed to the hospital, 
Superintendent Tow: aid that her 
trouble was caused by: od clot on the 
brain caused indirectly t 8% inhalation. 

“ The case is an extrem...) puzzling one,” 
he said last night. ‘‘ She has not been con- 
scious for one moment since she was 
brought to the hospital. We have tried to 
rouse her with electricity, oxygen, and all 
the other remedies known to science with- 
out avail. The strangest feature of the 
case is that her pulse, temperature, and 
respiration remain perfectly normal, and 
she is in good physical condition. Although 
she is unconscious she will partake of food 
with apparent relish. She has tried to 
speak several times.”’ 

Superintendent Townley said he expects 
the patient to die soon. 


COMMISSIONER MONROE’S WORK. 


The report of Commissioner Robert Grier 
Monroe of the Department of Water Sup- 
ply, Gas, and Electricity for the third quar- 
ter of 1902, has been completed, and will 
be forwarded to Mayor Low to-day. The 


report gives an outline of the work done | 


by Commissioner Monroe since his appoint- 
ment in June. 

The trouble with the public and contract- 
ors in regard to the use of unmetered water 


is practically at’an end, according to the 
Commissioner. The conditions, he says, 
which he placed on its use have been almost 
universally complied with. The daily sup- 
ply of water in Manhattan has been de- 
creased in many instances by the work on 
the Rapid Transit tunnel, which caused u 
lowering of the force of the water. In 
this way it is estimated that over 500,000 
gallons of water have been lost daily. 

An important part of the report is taken 
up with the matter of sanitary protection 
for the Croton watershed. his work, 
which was commenced by ex-Commissioner 
J. Hampden Dougherty, has been carried on 
by Commissioner Monroe. Mr. Monroe 
reports that steps have been taken to pro- 
vide the necessary sanitary protection,

Bishop Hugh Miller Thompson. 

JACKSON, Miss., Nov. 18.—Bishop Hugh 
Miller Thompson died at 5 A. M. to-day of 
cancer of the throat. Since his arrival here 
from New York a week ago he had been 
sinking rapidly, and had made all prepara- 
tions for the end, which came peacefuily 
and while surrounded by his family and 
friends. 

He was‘born in Londonderry, Ireland, in 


1830, and came to America with his parents 
when a child. He was admitted to the 
Episcopal ministry when twenty-two 
years old, and filled several prominent pul- 
pits.in Chicago, New York, and elsewhere. 
He Was appointed Bishop of the Diocese of 
Mississippi in 1886, 

Bishop Thompson was prominent espe- 
clally as a writer on religious topics. From 
the time of his ordination as a priest in 
Wisconsin in 1856 he contributed largely to 
church newspapers and magazines and was 
the author of several books. In 1860 he be- 
came the editor in chief of The American 
Churchman, and remained until that paver 
was merged into The Churchman at Hart- 
ford, Conn. From 1872 to 1875 he was edi- 
tor of The Church Journal and Gospel Mes- 
senger in this city. 

He accepted a cail to Christ Church, this 
city, and remained here as pastor and 
editor until 1875, when he went to Trinity 
Church, New Orleans. In 1883 he was con- 
secrated Assistant Bishop of Mississippl, 
and succeeded to the Bishopric four years 
later. 


John Bell Bouton. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 18.—John Bell 
Bouton, an ex-editor of The Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, and afterward for about thirty 
years an editor and proprietor of The New 
York Journal of Commerce, died to-day at 


his home, in this city. Mr. Bouton had 
been ill for about five months with stomach 
trouble. He was seventy-two years of age. 
Mr. Bouton was graduated from Dartmouth 
College in 1849, and studied law, but made 
his lifework journalism and _ literature. 
After he retired from active work as a 
journalist in 1889 and took up his residence 
in Cambridge he wrote a number of books, 
including works of fiction and of travel. 
For ten years he was one of the editors of 
Appleton’s Annual Encyclopedia.

JOHN A. GRIER, reaper manufacturer, 
died yesterday at his residence in Chicago 
of pneumonia after an illness of ten days. 
Mr. Grier took part in many of the naval 
battles of the civil war, and after reaching 
the rank of chief engineer retired and en- 
gaged in the manufacture of reapers. Aft- 
erward he went to Philadelphia and was 
chief engineer at the mint there. 

DANIEL PRaTT of Uxbridge, Mass., 
there Monday. He was engaged at civil 
engineering for more than fifty years. 
He was born in Boston Oct. 7, 1820, and 
attended both the Latin and High Schools. 
His record of long service is remarkable, 
he having been employed at different times 
on nearly every railroad of prominence in 
the Eastern States. He was first employed 
as a civil engineer on the Norwich and 
Worcester Road in 1839. 

JOHN FULCHER, for the past eight years 
Superintendent of the Orange Riding and 
Driving Club, died at his home, East

DEATH OF GEORGE HARDING. | 


Patent Lawyer, Associate of Lincoln and 
Stanton, and Builder of the Kaat- 
erskill, the “ Spite Hotel.” 


George Harding, one of the leading pat- 
ent lawyers of the United States, and at 
One time associated in patent suits with 
Abraham Lincoln and Edwin M. Stanton, 
diec on Monday in this city, aged seventy- 
six years. He was a man of wealth, own- 
ing, among other properties, the Hotel 
Kaaterskill, in the Catskill Mountains. 

The Catskill Mountain House was the 
leading hotel in the Catskills, and was 
kept by Mr. Beach, an old friend of Mr. 
Harding. It had been the habit of Mr. 
Harding to spend some weeks with his 
friend Beach during the Catskill season. 
Mr. Harding generally brought his family. 
That was before the time when buffets 
and grillrooms open until late at night 
had been introduced as a feature of large 
hetels in this country, and the hotels in 
the Catskills had fixed hours for meals 
and were distinguished for a rigid ad- 
herence to a simple bill of fare from 
which nothing could move them. The 
guests had to take what the hotel set be- 
fore them “or go without,” and they had 
t» arrive at the dining room before the 
doors closed or go hungry to bed. As the 
story goes, Mr. Harding wanted some 
broiled chicken for one of his children who 
was sick. 

‘Broiled chicken is the only thing the 
chitd can take,” he sald. 

‘There is no chicken on the bill of fare 
to-day.” 

‘*Can’t you send out and kill a chicken?” 

‘“*No,”” was the reply. ‘ You will have 
to wait till chicken comes around, or be 
satisfied with something else.”’ 

‘* Well, then,”’ said Mr. Harding, accord- 
ing to the story as generally related in 
the Catskills, ‘‘I will build a hotel where 
I can get chicken when I want it.” 

He was laughed at by the people of the 
Catskill Mountain House, who thought 
themselves secure in a monopoly. But 
within a short time they learned that Mr. 
Harding had bought the finest site in the 
entire region—a mountaintop commanding 
a magnificent view of the river and the 
surrounding country—and almost imme- 
diately the construction of the Hotel Kaat- 
erskill was begun. The Kaaterskill is the 
most celebrated of the ‘spite hotels” in 
this country built by guests as the result 
of similar disputes. It was personally 
managed by Mr. Harding for several years 
after his retirement from. active legal 
werk, and the guests were always supplied 
with liberal quantities of broiled chicken. 
Mr. Beach died a few weeks ago. 

Mr. Harding was born in Philadelphia in 
1827, was graduated from the University 
of Pennsylvania in 1846, and, after read- 
ing law with John Cadwalader, was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1849. With Edwin M. 
Stanton he was engaged to argue the Mc- 
Cermick reaper case, and when they went 
West to try it in Illinois they engaged 
Abraham Lincoln, because of his familiar- 
ity with the methods of the local courts. 
In order to illustrate the mechanical prin- 
ciples at issue in this case, Mr. Harding 
showed a miniature grainfield in_ the 
The acquaintance thus formed led 
Stanton being made Secretary of 
while Mr. Harding was offered a 
Svpreme Court Judgeship, which he de- 
clined. He was said to have received two 
fees of $100,000 each and one fee of $160,- 
000. Mr. Harding leaves two children, a 
son and a daughter. The former, George

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


In yesterday’s stock market impor- 
tant interests seemed to cut small fig- 
ure. Few stocks were active beyond 
the average of a midsummer day, total 
transactions only passing 600,000 shares. 
With some few exceptions quotations 
declined. Manhattan Elevated (whose 
transactions equaled a quarter of all the 
rest of the market put together) was the 
one buoyant feature. It jumped 3 points 
and kept all but a slight fraction of the 
gain. Of course, the Street was treated 
to abundant rumors to account for this 
spurt: but the circulating tales were al- 
most exclusively rehashes of what over 
and over again had been officially de- 
nied. One factor that has much helped 
the advance in Manhattan has been the 
overextended short interest-—but similar 
short interests show throughout the 
whole market. 


What more than other developments 
in the news of the day was entitled to 
be considered as of moment appeared in 
the announcement of the weekly record 
of exports of merchandise from this 
port. Last week the total was $7,600,- 
000, while this week the total passes 
$11,250,000, a gain of full 50 per cent. 
Cotton and grain exports begin now to 
start stalwartly forward. The effect 
upon money market conditions must be 
prompt and far-reaching, and though 
professional Wall Street still persists in 
predictions of gold exports, there is no 
apprehension on that score in banking 
circles. Even though some gold should 
be sent abroad, the movement would be 
relatively insignificant and brief. Con- 
servative estimates are rather that with- 
in the next sixty days gold will be com- 
ing this way from Europe. 


The activity of general business 
throughout the country is shown by the 
arnouncements coming from every quar- 
ter of railroads overcrowded with traf- 
fic. The Pennsylvania Railway's expe- 
rience, though on an extraordinary scale, 
is fairly representative of the general 
situation. Never before in history has 
there been such an abundance of pat- 
renage, such a demand for freight ac- 
commodation. Wall Street is used to 
hcaring of car famines in times of crop 
novement, but the present condition is 
different and of more consequence. The 
freight that is blocking railways now is 
largely freight of merchandise other than 
agricultural. And this overplus of traf- 
fié comes upon railroads equipped as 
never before. Every important line in 
the country has facilities now beyond 
any past record, it being a moderate es- 
timate that the Pennsylvania Railway, 
for example, is equipped now to handle 
50 per cent. more traffic than was pos- 
sible with the facilities at its disposal 
as recently as a couple of years ago. The 
truth is that here appears just one more 
iliustration of the extraordinary current 
National business activity. And a cu- 
rious situation it is for Wall Street to be 
making gloomy faces over! 

Advances in railway rates must ensue. 
They are logical. And in them will be 
ample provision for those generous wage 
increases that the railways are making 
—provision, moreover, for still better

MANHATTAN AGAIN ADVANCES. 


Manhattan Railway stock again held the

The movement, coming at the present 
time, when money is not in over-abundant 
supply, and when the general market is 
depressed, led many people in the Street to 
believe that important developments are 
pending, the stock being up eight points in 
two days.

or no business and that the public seemed 
altogether disinclined to operate in the 
market on either the long or the short side.

BEARISHNESS EVERYWHERE. 


It is no exaggeration to say that at no 
time in the past three years has there 
been so much bearishness in Wall Street 
as there is at present. Nor is this bear- 
ishness of a moderate kind; to the con- 
trary, it is most pronounced and unusually 
ageressive. 

Many houses which were wildly bullish 
at the top are now declaring that it is 


ridiculous to see common stocks of rail- 
road properties selling on a 4 per cent. 
basis, especially when money is tight. St. 
Paul, a 7 per cent. stock, at 170; Union 
Pacific, poxes 4 per cent., at 100; Balti- 
more and Ohio, paying 4 per cent., at 98; 
Pennsylvania, (G6 per cent.,) at 155, New 
York Central, (5 per cent.,) at 150—these 
and many other stocks not necessary to 
mention are declared to be absurdly high, 
because it is now contended any common 
stock eught to yield at least 5 per cent. 

Hence it is that many erstwhile bulls 
have turned bears and are freely selling 
stocks short at the present level. 


MONEY MARKET DEAD-LOCK. 


The same banking interests who several 
months ago were donfident that there 
would be no money stringency are now 
talking most despairingly of the future of 
the money market. Yesterday, when time 
money rose above 6 per cent. and was in 
secant supply even then, these bankers de- 
clared that it looked very much as if the 


market would be put to a severe strain 
during the next month and as if rates 
would work even higher. 

As for the reason for the present high 
rates for short time loans, it is explained 
that this is because of the existence of 
what may be termed a condition of dead- 
lock between borrowers and lenders. Bor- 
rowers, believing that after the first of the 
year money is to be cheap, do not care to 
take on any lines of long time money, such 
as for four, five, and six months. Lenders, 
on the other hand, are averse to putting out 
short time loans, and where they do they 
exact as high rates as possible. 


SOME GENERAL ISSUES. | 


Sugar Trust stock moved very erratically, 
selling up on the early trading and sag- 
ging off following the announcement that 
refined sugar prices had been advanced 10 
points. The selling was principally by 
traders who proceed on the theofy that a 
stock should be sold when the good news is 


out—and yesterday’s price advance was re- 
garded as good news. 

With the exception of Missouri Pacific, 
the Pacific stocks were under professionai 
pressure all day, each of them selling 
down a point or more. The principal bank- 
ing house identified with Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific supported those issues on 
the decline, Southern being especially well 
taken. 

The Western element was reported to 
be selling Colorado Fuel, Baltimore and 
Ohio, Louisville and Nashville, and the 
steel stocks. The bears in the steel issues 
made much ado about Mr. Carnegie’s ill- 
ness. 


LONDON’S OPERATIONS. 

Notwithstanding the pessimistic tone of 
The London Times's editorial article on the 
Wall Street situation, London operators 
bought rather more than they sold in this 
market yesterday, taking probably 15,000 
shares as compared with sales of 10,000. 

The foreign houses here in several in- 
stances cabled their London correspondents 
not to become too pessimistic, pointing out 
that the present difficulty is largely due to 
the temporary scarcity of money and that 
general business conditions continue won- 
derfully favorable and prosperous.

TUNWEL FRANCHISE 
SENT TO COMMITTEE 


Public Aldermanic Hearing on the 
Pennsylvania Measure. 


s 
The Nine Contentions Conceded in Con- 
ference — Reasons Why the Labor 
and Wages Clauses Have Not 


Been Inserted. 


The Pennsylvania tunnel franchise was 
before the Board of Aldermen yesterday, 
and the final action was the reference of 
the franchise to the Railroad Committee 
to hold a public hearing on Nov. 26 at 2:30 
P. M. 

Soon after the session began the report of 
the Conference Committee, which has been 
preparing an amended franchise after the 
first franchise was rejected by the Alder- 
men, presented its report. 

*‘T want the fact noted that: this report 
has been received from the Rapid Transit 
Commission for the consideration of this 
board at 1:10 P. M. on Nov. 18, in spite of 
the charges which have been lodged againet 
the members of this board that we have 
been ‘holding up’ the franchise,” said 
Alderman John T. McCall, the Tammany 
leader of the board. 

-Alderman McCall then said that every 
member of the board should be guided by 
the wishes of his constituents in voting on 
the Pennsylvania tunnel franchise. 

“If the voters of your district want this 
tunnel franchise passed, there is only one 
course open to you. You will have to come 
back here and support this measure. From 
my colleagues, of whom I have the honor to 
be the leader, I ask the same thing.” 
‘Alderman Frederick W. Longfellow 
Chairman of the Conference Committee, 
then said that it was the report of the com- 
mittee. 

“I object to that statement,” said Alder- 
man Sullivan. “That is a slight error, It 
is not the report of the Conference Com- 
mittee, but a part of it. President Cantor 
is out of the city, and I have not signed 
that report. I ask permission for us later 
to hand in another report.’ 

Alderman James then asked that the re- 
port be read. Alderman Matthews objected 
and said that, as he understood the report 
was about fourteen pages long, it be re- 
ferred to the Railroad Committee and be 
printed in the minutes. This motion was 
carried. 

The report of the Conference Committee 
states the facts of the organization with 
power to confer with the Rapid Transit 
Commissioners and representatives of the 

nnsylvania and Long Island Railroads 
**for the purpose of securing certain alter- 
ations in the certificate of the Board of 
Rapid Transit Commissioners granting a 
franchise to the said railroad company to 
operate a tunnel under the North River 
from the New Jersey State line to and un- 
der -the Borough of Manhattan and under 
the East River to a point in the Borough of 
Queens.”’ 

The members of the Conference Commit- 
tee contended that thirteen separate and 
distinct changes shouJld be made in the 
franchise before approval. Nine of these 
contentions were unqualifiedly granted by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad officials, and the 
remaining four ** were not conceded.” 


THE CONTENTIONS CONCEDED. 
The contentions which are conceded were 
as follows: 
1. That the city should reserve the use of the 
tunnel for its fire and police telegraph lines. 


2. That the public authorities should have the 
same sanitary and police control over the tunnel

3. That there should be a fixed limit within 
which the franchise must be avajied of @nd the 
definite extension of time for the completion and 
operation of the tunnel reserved to the Board of 
Rapid Transit Commissioners definitely fixed. 

4. That the franchise should definitely declare 
that at each period of revaluation the authorities 
of the city should not, be restricted to any partic- 
ular basis of computation 

5. That the franchise should only be altered so 
as to authorize the grantee to engage in local 
traffic with the consent of the Board of Alder- 
men and the Mayor, as well as the Rapid Tran- 
sit Commissioners. 

6 That the franchise should always be con- 
troiled by some company subject to the laws of 
the State of New York. 

7. That the grantee should indemnify the city 
against any damage for which the city might 
Be adjudged Hable by reason of the closing of 
Thirty-second Street. 

& That all permits should be under the control 
of the local borough authorities 

9. That it should be made clear that the fran- 
chise confers no right for a connection at Thirty- 
third Street and Fourth Avenue between the 
grantee and any other railroad running into the 
City of New York. 

The third request of the Conference Com- 
mittee that a definite time be fixed when 
the franchise must be availed of was agreed 
to by the insertion in the franchise that 
work must begin in three months, and 
that the Rapid Transit Commission had 
no power to grant extensions of time for 
the completion of the tunnel to exceed five 
years. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
agreed not to engage in local traffic busi- 
ness. without the consent of the Board of 
Rapid Transit Commissioners, the Board 
of Aldermen, and the Mayor of the city, 
and ‘‘for such additional consideration to 
the city as they shall prescribe.” 

Of the contentions made by the Confer- 
ence Committee which were not conceded, 
Was one that the tunnel should not be gised 
for the transportation of freight. In ex- 
plaining the stand of the railroad on this 
matter, the report says that the company’s 

ficials positively assured the committee 
that the railroad had no intention of mak- 
ing any use of the tunnel except for pas- 
Senger traffic. It seemed apparent, there- 
fore, that no amendment of this character 
Was necessary for the protection of the city. 

Regarding the contention that the fran- 
chise should be limited as to time and not 
perpetual, the report says that the rail- 
road officials stated that they, as Trustees 
for the stockholders, could not conscten- 
tfously emhairk from $40,000,000 to $50,000,000 
in the tunnel upon any other conditions 
than such as would secure for the stock- 
holders the earnings on their capital in- 
vested for all time. 

a “Your committee,” the report continues, 
would not be disposed to report favorably 
upon an unlimited grant were it not coupled 
with a condition that enables the city to 
secure a larger remuneration each twenty-

TO PROBE THE LAW’S DELAYS. 
Wheeler H. Peckham Probably Will Be 
Chairman of the Investigating 


Commission. 


The members of the commission appoint- 
ed by Gov. Odell under Chapter 485 of the 
Laws of 1902 to investigate and report on 
legal delays and expenses in New York and 
Kings Counties’ had not received official 
notice of appointment yesterday. The com- 
mission consists of Wheeler H. Peckham 
Lawrence Godkin, Edward Lauterbach, 
Robert E. Deyo, Gen. Horatio C. King, 
Edmund Wetmore, and William F. King. 

It has not yet been decided when or where 


the commission will meet, and who will be 
its Chairman, although there is little doubt 
that Mr. Peckham will be the choice of the 
members. 

“It seems to me," said one of the Com- 
missioners, “that the time allotted to us, 
six weeks, is too short to accomplish much, 
and we may be able to submit only a pre- 
liminary or tentative report. Delays in 
jury trials and some in equity trials are 
noterious. Go to any jury clerk and he 
will tell you of unnecessary postponements 
and expenses. I hold, however, that dila- 
toriness in many cases is due to the liti- 
gants themselves.”’ 

The commission has ample power and 
$10,000 for its expenses. It can compel the 
attendance at its sessions of public officials 
and employes who have been engaged in 
the courts of the First and Second Judicial 
Districts, and the production of docu- 
ments and records, examine under oath and 
have access to all material necessary to 
the inquiry. 





President Stadler of the American Malt- 
ing Company Was Accused of Pay- 
ing Wrongful Dividends. 


Justice MacLean of the Supreme Court 
has dismissed the suit brought by two 
stockholders against Charles Stadler, Pres- 
ident. of the American Malting Company. 
The complaint was that President Stadler 
and the other Directors who controlled the 


corporation between October, 1897, and No- 
vember, 1899, declared dividends of $1,800,- 
000 out of the company’s capital, when 
there were no profits or surplus, 

The plaintiffs, A. A. Hutchinson and 
Victor Kk. McElheny, Jr., charged that the 
Directors had not kept on hand the re- 
quired $250,000 as a reserve fund, provided 
in the company’s constitution, and that 
the cash on hand decreased far below the 
proper sum. On account of the dividends, 
it was asserted, the affairs of the com- 
pany became complicated, and it was nec- 
essary to issue $4,000,000 in first mortgage 
fiiteen-year gold bonds, which necessi- 
tated the expenditure of $400,000 in com- 
missions and discounts. It was demanded 
tha: the dividend money be to 
the treasury. 

The defendant denied that wrong had 
been done and that a sufficient cause of 
action was set up. President Stadler re- 
called that the plaintiffs, who had _re- 
ceived their share of the money in divi- 
derds, had made no complaint at the time.

CHOOSING POST OFFICE SITE. 


Mr. Van Cott Says One Probably Will 
Be Recommended This Week. 


No decision in regard to a site for 
the new Post Office was reached by 
Postmaster Cornelius Van Cott, Collector 
Nevada N. Stranahan, and United States 
District Attorney Henry L. Burnett, who 
met yesterday afternoon in Mr. Van Cott’s 
office. The session of half an hour was 
passed in a general discussion of the sites 
offered the Government, and it was decided 
to adjourn without naming a date for a 
future meeting.

FIRE COMMISSIONER’S POWERS. | 


Corporation Counsei’s Opinion on Au- 
thority to Deal with Dangerous 
Conditions Growing Out of 
Subway Work. 

An opinion as to the powers of Fire Com- 


missioner Sturgis in regard to inflammable 
materials used as temporary partitions in 


buildings adjacent to the subway excava- | 


tion was rendered yesterday by Corporation 
Counsel Rives and sent to the Commis- 
sioner. 

Mr. Rives, in his opinion, refers to the re- 
port of Fire Marshal Freel on the fatal fire 
of Nov. 8 in the basement of THE TIMES 
Building and to the Marshal's conclusions 
that banjo gasoline lamps used in subway 
work dripped on bagging, which ignited and 
set fire to a wooden partition dividing the 
subway from THE TIMEs’s pressroom, the 
partition being erected by the subway con- 
tractor. The pressroom side of the parti- 
tion was covered by this contractor with 
roofing felt. 

Quoting Section 780 of the charter, which 
sets forth the duties of the Fire Marshal in 
respect to things or conditions which in his 
opinion may be dangeraqus in causing or 
promoting fires, Mr. Kives questions wheth- 
er the Fire Department under such statute 
has the power to order the removal of 
such a temporary partition as that between 
the subway and Tur TIMES’s pressroom or 
that the Building Department has suffi- 
cient authority to deal with the situation. 


Mr. Rives therefore suggests that the Fire | 


Commissioner assert jurisdiction, and that 
if his power be questioned he bring the 
matter before the courts for a judicial de- 
termination, 

The opinion does not deal with the ques- 
tion of the right of the Fire Commissioner 
to inspect the rapid transit work itself or 
to interfere with the contractor, as to which, 
Mr. Rives points out, very different consid- 
erations apply.

Bequeathed Property to Her

An interesting will contest is to be heard 
to-day before Surrogate Thomas. The de- 
fendants are Baroness von Zedtwitz and 
Marquise de Monstiers Nerinville, both 
Parisians. The will is that of Margaret 
Ann Bergen, a New York woman, who 
nursed the Baroness and the Marquise 
when they were children ‘in this country. 
The contestants are several relatives of 
the nurse, whose fortune amounted to 
about $25,000, and who left only $5,000 of 
it to her kindred. 

The will was executed in Paris on March 
17, and the woman, then more than eighty 
years old, was ill with cancer at the time. 
Testimony in the case has been taken by 
the United States Consul at Paris. The 
relatives assert that the two noblewomen 
ured undue intiuence on the nurse, who 
was of unsound mind when she signed the 
will, The document was drawn by two 
Paris lawyers, Henry Gadd. and Henry 
Cuchard, and they have testified that the 
testatrix was perfectly rational.
